CUAV 

AWOL 

on self- 

defense

T wo months after the assault and 
murder of gay San Francisco res¬ 
ident Brian Wilmes outside a Mis¬ 
sion Street leather bar, next to nothing 
is being done in the city to promote 
self-defense training for gays and les¬ 
bians. The one nonprofit agency pub¬ 
licly committed to providing queers 
with education on self-defense, Com¬ 
munity United Against Violence 
(CUAV), continues to resist commit¬ 
ting significant resources for the effort. 

While CUAV’s victim services - in¬ 
cluding counseling, referrals, and ad¬ 
vocacy - have lately received high 
praise from victims of anti-gay vio¬ 
lence, the agency’s prevention services 
are drawing more checkered reviews. 
To date, CUAV has placed its empha¬ 
sis on sensitizing straight people to 
gay life and making them aware of the 
harmful consequences of anti-gay 
prejudice. And CUAV Executive Di¬ 
rector Lester Olmsted-Rose acknowl¬ 
edges that one of his agency’s efforts, 
a job-training program for queer 
youth, has drifted off course, doing 
work best suited to other agencies. 

Meanwhile, CUAV does little to 
help queers defend themselves from 
attacks. 

“The materials we pass out include 
self-defense information,” Olmsted- 
Rose told the Bay Area Reporter , but 
the single self-defense referral sheet 
he offered as evidence was both 
sketchy and outdated. Last revised in 
August 1996, the sheet listed 12 places 
or people in the Bay Area offering a 
variety of self-defense courses, but 
two of the listings were completely er¬ 
roneous (the Jewish Community 
Center, for instance, discontinued

T he San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
(SFAF) is moving in more ways than 
one. The agency’s offices moved last 
weekend from United Nations Plaza 
to Sixth and Market streets, a block away. 

More significantly, the agency released its 
latest Internal Revenue Service (IRS) Form 
990 for fiscal year 1996-97 on Friday, May 15, 
showing that its total budget increased 3 per¬ 
cent to $16.7 million, and Executive Direc¬ 
tor Pat Christen received a raise of 10.5 per¬ 
cent. Christen continues to be among the 
highest paid directors of any AIDS service 


organization (ASO) in the country; her an¬ 
nual salary was reported at $164,494 for 
1996-97, up from $148,794 the previous 
year. The figures do not include benefits or 
any bonus Christen may receive. 

The foundation’s leadership is also on the 
move, with major changes expected to take 
place near the end of the year. The Bay Area 
Reporter has confirmed that Christen is preg¬ 
nant and will most likely be on maternity 
leave. It is not known who will replace Chris¬ 
ten in the interim, how much that person 
will be paid, or how long Christen will be 


gone from the agency she has led since 1989. 
SFAF’s Communications Director Derek 
Gordon anticipated that Christen’s materni¬ 
ty leave would be three to four months. He 
declined to elaborate further. 

A testy Christen called the B.A.R. and re¬ 
fused to confirm or deny she is pregnant. “It 
is my body and nobody’s business. I am ap¬ 
palled you are doing this. In the event I need¬ 
ed to take maternity leave, I would address it 
with the board of directors. I am not carrying 
it out in the press. Good-bye,” said Christen.

Federal judge 
orders cannabis 
clubs to shut

F ederal authorities delivered a one-two 
blow against beleaguered Cannabis Heal¬ 
ing Center (CHC) patients last week, 
temporarily setting back volunteer efforts to 
provide marijuana for sick and dying people 
in San Francisco. First a U.S. District Court 
judge ruled in favor of a Justice Department 
civil suit seeking the closure of six cannabis 
clubs in California, including the CHC. Just 
days later, in a scene reminiscent of Prohibi¬ 
tion Era smashing of bootleggers’ stills, a cadre 
of Drug Enforcement Agency (DEA) agents 
descended on the CHC’s pot farm in North¬ 
ern California’s Lake County, handcuffed pa¬ 
tients there, and systematically ripped out all 
the farm’s carefully cultivated plants.

Cops nab two in 
Walnut Creek bashing

• ive young people were as¬ 
saulted outside of Just Re¬ 
wards, also known as JR’s 
nightclub, a popular Walnut 
Creek hangout for young gays and 
lesbians, on Friday, May 15. Wal¬ 
nut Creek police have two sus¬ 
pects in custody, and are investi¬ 
gating the incident as a suspected 
hate crime. 

Two witnesses to the attack, 
Gary Stradiotto and Ken Rogers- 
Stanley, told the B.A.R. they were 
walking from the street into the 
parking lot when they saw eight 
young men sitting in a parked 
BMW and a Honda with the 
headlights off. 

One young man wearing a 
baseball cap backward got out of a 
car and yelled to customers head¬ 
ing into the club, “Yo dude, is this 
gay night tonight?” Rogers-Stanley 
said he yelled back, “Dude, every 
night is gay night in this place.” 

Then, Rogers-Stanley said, 
“Suddenly, the young man with 
the hat yelled ‘yea’ as if it was cool 
and ran towards another cus¬ 
tomer, as if to give him a high five, 


but instead punched him in the 
chest. 

“We went inside and reported 
it to management. Soon after, 
other teenagers came into the club 
who had been punched and 
thrown to the ground. One 19- 
year-old man had been hit in the 
face, along with two young ladies 
- one of them bleeding from the 
mouth,” Stradiotto said. 

Rogers-Stanley told the B.A.R., 
“I felt sorry for the girls. One got 
punched in the face and the other 
was hit on the side of her head. It 
made me mad that those guys, 
who were much larger, were hit¬ 
ting those small teenage girls, who 
weighed about a 100 pounds.” 

However, he said, “None of the 
five people required medical at¬ 
tention, and three of them left the 
scene before a police report could 
be filed. I think they were worried 
that their parents or friends might 
find out about their sexual orien¬ 
tation.” 

Witnesses reported that a staff 
member from the club wrote 
down the license plate number of 
one of the cars that sped away 
from the parking lot attack. 
Shortly thereafter, police stopped 


a Honda in downtown Walnut 
Creek with four passengers. Two 
of the four passengers have been 
identified as suspects. Two teen¬ 
age males from Granite Bay, a 
suburb of Sacramento, were ar¬ 
rested. 

According to reports, there was 
no reason for the scuffle. The vic¬ 
tims had never met the assailants, 
and there were no indications that 
there had been any arguments 
prior to the blows. 

“They assaulted those kids for 
no reason at all,” Stradiotto said. 
“I think this is definitely a hate 
crime, but the most important 
issue is that the assailants, even if 
they’re minors, be prosecuted to 
the fullest extend possible within 
Contra Costa County, as opposed 
to where they live.” 

Rogers-Stanley, a long time ac¬ 
tivist in Contra Costa County and 
former member of the local 
Human Rights Commission, said, 
“The police were extremely 
friendly and helpful. They re¬ 
sponded quickly and did every¬ 
thing they could.” 

The management at Just Re¬ 
wards told the B.A.R. they had “no 
comment” about the incident. V 


South Bayers discuss 
safety concerns, 

‘The Gay Agenda’

O ver 50 South Bay activists 
and representatives of local 
organizations attended a 
town hall meeting at the Billy De- 
Frank Lesbian and Gay Commu¬ 
nity Center in San Jose on Satur¬ 
day, May 16 to discuss the needs 
of the local lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender community. 

DeFrank Center Executive Di¬ 
rector Barbara Jones acknowl¬ 
edged in her opening statement 
that the recent rescission of the 
Santa Clara County domestic 
partner registry demonstrated the 
need for greater communication 
and cooperation between local ac¬ 
tivists. Registry opponents had 
submitted sufficient signatures to 
force a referendum on the reg¬ 
istry, and the Santa Clara supervi¬ 
sors repealed the registry - partly 
at the request of some gay and les¬ 


bian activists who questioned 
whether they could raise enough 
money for the ballot fight. Other 
activists subsequently argued that 
more inclusive and communica¬ 
tive community leadership could 
have rallied sufficient support for 
the registry. 

Longtime Portland activist 
Kathleen Saadat facilitated the 
meeting. Jones said that the meet¬ 
ing’s organizers thought that it 
was important that the meeting 
be led by an expert facilitator 
from outside the local communi¬ 
ty. All of the expenses for the 
meeting were paid by the Imperi¬ 
al Royal Lion Monarchy. 

Meeting participants created a 
list of community needs. Many 
emphasized the need for in¬ 
creased communication and 
higher visibility for local organi¬ 
zations and leaders. There was a 
consensus in support of holding 
regular meetings of organization 


representatives and activists; a 
subcommittee was formed to pro¬ 
pose a structure at a second meet¬ 
ing scheduled for Saturday, July 11 
from 1-4 p.m. at the DeFrank 
Center. 

Several representatives of local 
elected officials were among the 
meeting participants. A represen¬ 
tative of Santa Clara county Su¬ 
pervisor Blanca Alvarado distrib¬ 
uted a flyer for a “Community 
Forum on Violence Prevention,” 
noting that it is especially impor¬ 
tant that gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgender people attend. New 
FBI figures released this past Sun¬ 
day show a rise in violent crimes 
in San Jose, and local authorities 
hope that community education 
will help reduce violent crime. The 
violence prevention forum will be 
held on Wednesday, May 27 from 
7-9 p.m. at the Burnett Middle 
School, located at 850 North Sec¬ 
ond Street in San Jose. V

New College group 
organizes against 
TG psychiatric abuse

I group of students and fac¬ 
ulty in the graduate psy- 
? chology program at New 
College are organizing to call at¬ 
tention to the psychiatric abuse of 
gay, lesbian, and transgender 
youth. The group opposes the use 
of the gender identity disorder 
(GID) diagnosis as a basis for the 
treatment of gender-noncon¬ 
forming young people. 

The group held a forum Tues¬ 
day, May 19 to examine the issues 
of inappropriate psychiatric treat¬ 
ment of queer youth, and to “mo¬ 
bilize people within and outside 
of the mental health care profes¬ 
sion to take part in the emerging 
national movement against the 
GID diagnosis.” 

According to Hale Bolak, MD, 
dean of the program, “We believe 
that the criteria for GID are suffi¬ 
ciently vague to allow any clini¬ 
cian based on his or her ideologi¬ 
cal bent or cultural biases to label 
anyone with this so-called ‘psy¬ 
chiatric disorder,’ especially when 
most adolescents are struggling 
with their gender identity and sex 
role identities.” Says first-year 


graduate psychology student 
Robin Metcalf, “I have no inten¬ 
tion of practicing in a field where 
young people are routinely locked 
up and tortured because of their 
sexual orientation or because they 
challenge someone else’s views of 
normalcy.” 

The forum featured a talk by 
Daphne Scholinksi, author of The 
Last Time I Wore A Dress. The 
book chronicles Scholinksi’s three 
years of involuntary commitment 
as a teenager in various psychi¬ 
atric hospitals due to her gender- 
nonconforming appearance and 
behavior. 

The use of the GID diagnosis 
is controversial within the trans¬ 
gender community. Many oppose 
the diagnosis and want it re¬ 
moved from the psychiatric pro¬ 
fession’s Diagnostic and Statisti¬ 
cal Manual because it is used to 
justify the institutionalization and 
coercive treatment of gay, lesbian, 
and gender-nonconforming 
youth. Others want to retain the 
diagnosis because it allows some 
transgender individuals to gain 
access to and insurance coverage 
for hormone therapy and sex re¬ 
assignment surgery (SRS). 

The city’s Board of Supervi¬ 


sors passed a resolution in 1996 
opposing the GID diagnosis and 
calling on healthcare profession¬ 
als to “investigate and speak out 
against coercive and inappropri¬ 
ate treatment of children and 
youth based on GID.” 

In May 1997, after much im¬ 
passioned testimony (including 
Scholinski’s), the Lesbian, Gay, Bi¬ 
sexual Transgender Advisory 
Committee of the city’s Human 
Rights Commission adopted a re¬ 
port of the Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
Transgender, Queer and Ques¬ 
tioning Youth Task Force that ad¬ 
dressed GID. The report acknowl¬ 
edged the abuse of the GID diag¬ 
nosis to pathologize queer youth, 
mandated education about the 
mental health issues of transgen¬ 
der youth, prohibited the use of 
city funds for involuntary gender- 
related counseling or attempts at 
behavior modification, and rec¬ 
ommended limiting the GID di¬ 
agnosis to transgender adults and 
to transgender youth who are un¬ 
able to receive hormone therapy 
and/or SRS without it.

City College uproar over 
military access to records 


. tudents at City College, who 
fail to read the small print in 
' - the current course catalog, 
may be in for a shock during the 
school term when they learn that, 
by default, they’ve consented to 
grant the U.S. military, along with 
other public and private institu¬ 
tions, access to confidential infor¬ 
mation about themselves. 

The situation has caused out¬ 
rage on campus, especially among 
lesbian and gay students and fac¬ 
ulty who oppose giving the 
avowedly homophobic military 
any access whatsoever to the cam¬ 
pus or student records. 

A meeting to air the issue is 
scheduled to take place at the col¬ 
lege place today, May 21, between 
administration officials and con¬ 
cerned students and faculty. 

Last year the military, by way of 
Congress, forced CityCollege to re¬ 
scind its policy against allowing re¬ 
cruiters on campus. It pushed suc¬ 
cessfully for passage of the 
Solomon Amendment, which de¬ 
nied federal funding - including 
federally insured student loan pro¬ 
grams - to any school that locked 
out military recruiters or ROTC 
programs. Apparently that same 
rule now applies to schools that bar 
military access to student records. 

“The Solomon Amendment is 
very clear and college has no re¬ 
course but to comply,” said Robert 
Balestreri, City College Dean of 
Admissions and Records. 

“This is upping the anti,” coun-

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tered Jonathan Katz, head of the 
gay and lesbian studies program at 
City College. “The military made 
much ado about its right to recruit 
on campus. What they really want 
is access to our directory, and the 
college has decided to make access 
easy for them.” 

Katz and others challenging the 
policy say that if City College must 
accommodate the agencies’ desire 
for access to student information, 
that access should be made as diffi¬ 
cult for them as possible. 

Only those students who scru¬ 
tinize the catalog closely would 
likely see the “Notice to All Stu¬ 
dents” that appears in small type 
on page 118, informing enrollees 
that “a student has the right to ask 
that City College of San Francis¬ 
co withhold directory informa¬ 
tion on his/her behalf.” 

Those who do not go out of 
their way to exercise that right re¬ 
linquish any control over the dis¬ 
semination of information con¬ 
tained about them in the college’s 
student-directory database. As a 
result, any public or private re¬ 
cruiter that wants it, including the 
U.S. military, can buy records de¬ 
tailing students’ names, addresses, 
telephone listings, dates and places 
of birth, levels of education, major 
fields of study, participation in of¬ 
ficially recognized activities and 
sports, weights and heights of ath¬ 
letes, dates of attendance, degrees 
and awards received, and prior ed¬ 
ucational institutions attended, 
among other data. 

Yet in a classic catch-22 situa¬ 
tion, those who choose to restrict 


the flow of such information do so 
at their academic peril. They cannot 
selectively withhold the informa¬ 
tion from any one agency, but must 
keep it from going too any and all, 
including corporate job recruiters, 
scholarship search agencies, and 
other colleges and universities 
scouting athletes and scholars. 

“The Solomon Amendment 
seems to delineate that no form of 
anti-military behavior can take 
place unless it’s generalized to all 
recruiters,” said Katz. “The mili¬ 
tary says if you want no military 
recruiting, you must forego all re¬ 
cruiting.” ▼

0 'f ongratulations seem to be in order 
‘\ for Pat Christen, the executive di- 
HP rector of the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation: she is going to have another 
child. We assume, considering her job, she 
knows how pregnancies are avoided, if 
that’s what a couple wants, so this must be 
a planned and wanted child, which is al¬ 
ways cause for joy. We sincerely hope it is 
a healthy, happy baby, and extend our con¬ 
gratulations to Pat and her husband. Gen¬ 
uinely. 

So we do have to wonder why, when we 
called to ask about the impending birth, 
we were treated like the wicked witch 
Melificent in Sleeping Beauty. After we 
called the foundation’s spokesperson to 
ask fairly standard questions - who’ll be 
taking charge of the organization; is the 
board looking for an interim replacement 
within the ranks of current SFAF employ¬ 
ees or recruiting from another AIDS ser¬ 
vice organization (or another type of or¬ 
ganization); that sort of thing - we got a 
bizarre return call from the executive di¬ 
rector. Her statement, This is my body and 
nobody’s business but mine , sounded as 
though she thought we were trying to 
deny her the right to have a baby, which 
makes no sense. It also ignored the fact 
that the future of the Bay Area’s largest 
AIDS organization is riot “nobody’s busi¬ 
ness.” It either shows she believes that we, 
as gay people, have a natural antipathy to 
reproduction - and what a heinous stereo¬ 
type that is - or that those in command at 
SFAF get hysterical when any attention is 
paid to their processes. 

The foundation must realize that as the 
largest AIDS organization in the Bay Area, 
people are going to want to know about its 
future plans. For us to discuss an organi¬ 
zation that is supposed to be central to the 
lives of the city’s PWAs is not gossip, it’s 
news. And for Christen to think she can 
operate in complete.secrecy is ridiculous 
- but understandable, considering how 
she does it. 

The most recent figures from SFAF (re¬ 
leased the very last day possible, naturally) 


show that although the foundation only 
grew by 3 percent in 1996-97, the execu¬ 
tive director’s salary went up more than 10 
percent. Other executives got raises of 
up to 20 percent. We might not be 
complaining about the raises if, 
say, housing subsidy expendi¬ 
tures also went up 20 percent, 
but since that isn’t the case we 
again have to ask: When is the 
salary race at SFAF going to end? 

Isn’t there some sense of propriety? 

At long last, have you no 
shame? 

Interestingly, despite the 
recent memo on Christen’s 
salary that several SFAF board 
members passed around last winter, which 
attempted to justify a salary bonus for her, 
based upon supposed gender inequities - 


even though her salary is higher than that 
collected by men in similarly sized AIDS 
organizations - the foundation showed a 
huge disparity in the raises it just gave its 
executives. Although we aren’t going to 
shed too many tears that the director 
of client services, Susan Haikalis, 
makes “only” $82,733, we do have to 
point out the $3,500 raise was mere¬ 
ly 4.5 percent, far less than the male 
executives got. We would suggest the 
original memo’s author, former 
l SFAF board member Eunice 
Azzani, check into the dis¬ 
crepancy ... but since she is 
the employment counselor of 
record for the directors of 
many AIDS organizations in the Bay Area, 
we’re sure she’s busy at this very moment 
scouting for Christen’s replacement. ▼

Volunteers of joy and pain

Sk eventeen years ago an AIDS diagnosis 
was a death sentence that was usually 
I'%1 carried put quickly. People were often 
in the final stages long before they knew it. 
When they found out, there wasn’t much 
they could do about it. 

Volunteers focused on bringing some 
comfort to people with AIDS in their last 
days, weeks, or months. That’s what Shanti 
was doing when they trained me to be a vol¬ 
unteer in 1987. 

Then, nobody knew what was going to 
happen next. Sometimes we were helping 
people whose entire circle of friends had 
died, one by one. 

The desperation we all felt was one of 
the bonds that pulled volunteers together. 
That, and the sense that together we made a 
difference in people’s lives. It’s that bond 
that impels me now to help organize the 
May 30th Shanti volunteer reunion. 

I can think of two situations that illumi¬ 
nate the giving spirit of a decade ago. One of 
my clients, Chris, who had been diagnosed 
only six months earlier, died on Easter Sun¬ 
day 1988. His fragile §1-year-old grand¬ 
mother, who lived in Arizona, had been 
staying with him in his tiny Tenderloin 
apartment during those last few weeks. 
When Chris went into the hospital, we wor¬ 
ried about Grandma’s safety. Several volun¬ 
teers opened their homes to her, where she 
stayed for over a month. Her hostesses even 
delivered meals to her at the hospital dur¬ 
ing her grandson’s last days. 

On Holy Saturday, I realized Grandma 
needed her own support during those long 
sad hours. That evening I left phone mes¬ 
sages far volunteers I knew, and even vol¬ 
unteers I didn’t know. On Easter Sunday at 
least nine people showed up in shifts start¬ 


ing before 7 a.m. until after 11 p.m. At least 
one of them came back to town during that 
holiday weekend just to be with her. One of 
those who kept the vigil is still responding. 
After 12 years, he continues as a Shanti vol¬ 
unteer. 

A similar situation arose with another of 
my clients, Ron. When the hospital decided 
he’d been there long enough, they sent him 
home. But his partner was also hospital¬ 
ized, and Ron needed round-the- 
clock care. I found his address book 
and called everybody in it. I wrote 
out his complicated and ever- 
changing medication schedule. 
Somebody was always there to help 
with his medications and daily liv¬ 
ing activities. 

I always thought it was 
because we had such lows 
that we could have outra¬ 
geous highs. For me, one 
of those highs was the incredibly clever cor¬ 
respondence I received from another of my 
clients. He loved impersonating a female 
named Maybelline, and he wrote from the 
perspective of this other persona. Her sharp 
tongue often turned bitchy — all in good 
humor - but it was through this alter ego 
that he could tell me things about himself 
that he didn’t quite say when we were to¬ 
gether, despite a warmth and openness be¬ 
tween us. 

All of this was a whole new world for a 
straight woman. I had some gay friends and 
acquaintances, but no real experience inside 
the world of gay life. I was invited into all of 
it - parties, church events, art exhibits, the¬ 
ater, concerts. 

My first client kept shoving the gay 
newspaper at me. Afterward I read them 
faithfully to learn about the issues. I attend¬ 
ed private female impersonation and public 
shows. I marched in Gay Pride parades, 


once with my friends and several times with 
colleagues because after a year of volunteer¬ 
ing I became part of the staff of other orga¬ 
nizations like Shanti. 

I say “like Shanti” pointedly because 
Shanti and its cadre of volunteers have 
served as a national model. It has had its ups 
and downs over the years because it was al¬ 
ways one of the first. 

Of course, I gained a lot and grew a lot 
myself as a volunteer. It gave me an oppor¬ 
tunity to turn frustration and anger about 
AIDS into action. It taught me about 
handling grief - my own and 
others’ - and knowing when to 
accept it, when to give in to it, 
when to ignore it. 

Ultimately, I had all I 
could take. Like so many 
others I had been to all 
the memorial gatherings 
I could handle, as creative 
as many of them were. I had been close to 
too many people who had died, while deal¬ 
ing with several difficult transitions in my 
own family. Shanti came through for me. 
Briefly, I became a Shanti client and anoth¬ 
er volunteer patiently listened as I tried to 
work through my own sense of loss. 

All of that is why I want to see once again 
the many people who were part of those 
scary, desperate, intense, numbing, warm¬ 
ing, tragic days, when we knew we were 
making a difference in people’s lives. I look 
forward to meeting former Shanti volun¬ 
teers on May 30 for another party. I also 
want to meet Shanti’s current volunteers 
and learn more about what challenges AIDS 
present today. T

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Ride Prop E to the sidewalk 

As a gay man and a renter who has lived in San 
Francisco for the last 15 years, I am very concerned 
about the potential passage of Proposition E, which 
would gut the city’s rent control ordinances. We have 
a very important choice to make. Will this city be¬ 
come a home exclusively for the rich, or will it remain 
a gay Mecca for thousands of gay people who come 
here to make a start at a new life free of persecution? 

According to the San Francisco Tenants Union, 
rental profits have increased an average of 305% in 
the city since 1980, making San Francisco one of the 
most expensive places in the country to live. But the 
landlords want even more of the gravy. And if Prop. 
E passes, they’ll get it. And what will we renters get? If 
we’re really lucky, maybe a spot alongside the much- 
maligned homeless on Castro street, although the el¬ 
derly and people disabled with AIDS may be the first 
to be thrown into the streets, people on fixed incomes 
being the most vulnerable. This proposition is fueled 
by nothing more than raw greed. 

The choice is ours. Proposition E is supported by 
landlords and business interests wishing to cash in on 
the housing shortage caused by the boom in business in 
Silicon Valley. If passed, up to 50,000 units of affordable 
housing could vanish from San Francisco. It’s time to 
wake up and fight while we still can. I urge all gay peo¬ 
ple to join Carole Migden and Supervisors Leslie Katz 
and Tom Ammiano in opposing this measure. Above 
all, get out and vote! And vote no on Prop. E!

Scare and scarcity 

In reference to Robert Haaland of the Tenants 
Union letter of May 14 x I think he is mything the 
point. My basic point is do we want a city of small 
landlords who live in their buildings, take a 
personal interest in the well being of their 
tenant/ neighbors, take a pride in the gen¬ 
eral condition of their building, and an 
interest in the neighborhood, or do we 
want to rent from anonymous property 
management companies that are solely 
interested in the bottom line? Since 
1994, when Prop I passed, I have seen a 
steady decline in the general quality of 
maintenance in many buildings in many 
neighborhoods, as well as a flight of the owner-occu¬ 
pied landlords in favor of absentee and/or property 
management company landlords. Many Prop. I own¬ 
ers have been selling their buildings as TIC because 
they’re sick and tired of dealing with the rent law, con¬ 
tributing to the increase in OMIs since, you guessed 
it, 1994! Prop. E will curb this trend without the dra¬ 
conian regulations favored by the Tenants Union. 

As far as all these Rent Board Petitions he refereed 
to, these are some of the reasons small owners are so 
upset. The Rent Board is a Byzantine maze of petty 
bureaucrats, obtuse procedures and well placed legal 
and procedural land mines designed to confuse, dis¬ 
courage and trap the small owner. Even if you do file 
a petition, a representative from the Tenants Union 
will gladly fight and defeat your petition on some 
technicality. Large landlords have to hire special con¬ 
sultants to prepare these petitions, do you really think 
a small owner stands a chance at the Rent Board?! 

Just to comply with the rent ordinance, even if you 
have only one unit, you have to know how and when 
to give a 6.14 notice, how to give a 6.15 no subletting 
disclosure, and so on and so on. This might be fine 
for 20-unit buildings with professional management, 
but why impose this burden on someone who is just 
renting out an in-law unit in their home? 

As if this isn’t enough, under current law, if you 
rent out even a room in your own house, it is covered 
by the rent law. Thus, if you got a roommate that did¬ 
n’t work out for whatever reason, you can’t ask them 
to move! While non-payment of rent is a “just cause” 
to evict under the rent ordinance, being a slob, having 
excessive guests, refusing to clean, or even refusing to 
pay utilities, for example, aren’t grounds to ask some¬ 
one to move out of your own home! This isn’t right. 

I have seen many desperate people looking for 
housing in this city, but only recently. Before 1994, 
there was never this kind of crunch, rents were much 
lower, and these small owner-occupied buildings were 
the best deals in town. Where at one time a small 
owner would give you a good deal because they liked 
you, now they have to use the cold calculating screen¬ 
ing process of the big guys, lest they be screwed by a 
troublesome tenant and go through another “Pacific 
Heights” eviction. Other homeowners are now afraid 
to rent, further aggravating this city’s dismal rental 
market. Prop E will bring more rental housing to the 
market, and at less than current rents. 

As far as how it will affect you individually, I would 
suggest to any “Prop I” Tenant to not listen to the 
scare tactics of the professional tenant activists, and 
just ask your landlord what he/she intends to do if 
Prop E passes. You might be pleasantly surprised! 

Don’t believe the scare tactics, please vote Yes on E!

History — how it was v. how it’s told 

Our City has a long and colorful history of lesbian 
and gay activities of all kinds. Unfortunately, many 
times our history is either accidentally or purposely 
misinterpreted. Such confusions are currently abroad 
in literature coming from supporters of, and the cam¬ 
paign of, Dorothy von Beroldingen. 

The first open lesbian commissioner in San Fran¬ 
cisco was this writer, appointed in March of 1976 by 
then-Mayor George Moscone to the Human Rights 
Commission. The late Jo Daly was originally ap¬ 
pointed to the Board of Permit Appeals by then- 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein and later Jo was the first 
openly gay or lesbian person appointed to the Police 
Commission, again by Mayor Feinstein. 

Jo, who is often listed as having been a commis¬ 
sioner on the Human Rights Commission, was actu¬ 
ally a staff person. As far as we know, she was the first 
openly gay or lesbian person to be employed by a gov¬ 
ernmental agency in the United States 

Judge von Beroldingen did nominate Del Martin 
to be a commissioner on the Commission on the Sta¬ 
tus of Women, but she could not make the appoint¬ 
ment and then Mayor Joe Alioto would not appoint 
an open lesbian. Mayor Moscone, however, did name 
Del to the COSW sometime later in 1976. 

I should also advise that the anti-lesbian poll by 
von Beroldingen’s campaign alienated Del and me 
and we are supporting Nancy Davis for judge of the 
Municipal Court.

Crime 

Louis Pearson, who was murdered on May 4 near 
Lake Mendocino, was an attendee at a three-day gay 
and bisexual men’s retreat in Lake County over the 
weekend. It was the first Billy Club retreat in which 
he had participated. After less than 24 hours, Mr. 
Pearson left the retreat center for reasons of his own, 
leaving behind personal belongings. We understand 
that a few hours later, he was bludgeoned to death in 
a rural area ten miles away. The Sheriff’s Department 
currently has a suspect in custody, charged with first- 
degree murder. We applaud their quick pursuit. 

As a community of heart-centered men, we extend 
our condolences to Mr. Pearson’s family and friends 
in Santa Cruz and Santa Clara Counties. 

As a community of gay and bisexual men, we are 
appalled and outraged that Mr. Pearson was the vic¬ 
tim of such a brutal crime. What is even more upset¬ 
ting is the possibility that he may have been a victim 
of a hate crime directed against him solely because of 
his sexual orientation. 

Mr. Pearson’s death could be yet another in a long 
string of crimes directed against lesbians and gay 
men. Most recently, in Sonoma County, a rapist has 
attacked five women. All victims were leaving lesbian 
identified public meetings, held in “safe” places. He 
waited until he found one woman leaving the meet¬ 
ing alone. During the attack he made it clear that the 
woman was being assaulted because she was a lesbian. 

We support efforts to educate the community 
about the seriousness of hate crimes and to halt all 
these crimes against people who are targeted by vio¬ 
lent bigots because of the color of their skin, their re¬ 
ligious beliefs, their gender, and their sexual orienta¬ 
tion. We encourage everyone in the Redwood Empire 
to look into the nature of these crimes, into the minds 
of those who perpetrate them, and into ways of pre¬ 
venting them in both the immediate and long range 
future. Hate crimes must stop now!

I’d like to thank SMMILE and the Sisters of Per¬ 
petual Indulgence for their generous support of the 
homeless men and women we serve who are living 
with HIV and AIDS. At Episcopal Community Ser¬ 
vices, we know how hard volunteers at both organi¬ 
zations work - all year long - to raise money to sup¬ 
port the community. Their tireless efforts make a real 
difference in the lives of homeless San Franciscans. 

From The Sanctuary (at 8th and Howard, where 
250 homeless men and women find safe shelter each 
night) it’s just a stone’s throw to the Dore Alley and 
Folsom Street Fairs. It’s impossible to miss the re¬ 
markable growth both fairs have experienced in re¬ 
cent years under SMMILE’s leadership. 

We’re proud to have SMMILE and the Sisters as 
partners in service to homeless San Franciscans, 
through their generous donations. We applaud the 
leadership of both organizations for recognizing that 
the need for services in our community is enormous 
and growing. Because, while it’s not widely known, at 
least 19% of the homeless men and women we served 
at The Episcopal Sanctuary last year were living with 
HIV and AIDS-up from 14% just a year earlier. And 
this year, we estimate that we will serve more than 600 
homeless men and women living with HIV and AIDS. 

Few groups can match SMMILE or the Sisters in 
their long-standing commitment to people living 
with AIDS. At Episcopal Community Services, we 
struggle to maintain a similar commitment - through 
shelter and rehabilitative services to homeless people 
at The Sanctuary, through shelter and respite care at 
the Multi Service Center/North (at Polk and Geary), 
and through permanent supportive housing at the 
Canon Kip Community House (at 8th and Natoma). 

As the need for services threatens to overwhelm 
us, it helps to remember what good friends we have in 
the community. Thank you SMMILE. Thank you Sis¬ 
ters. The homeless men and women we serve are 
grateful. So are we.

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Judgment of the judges 


by Wayne Friday 


can’t remember when we have 

had a more spirited campaign 

for judges in San Francisco. 
There are five judicial races on the 
June 2 ballot, and the respected 
San Francisco Bar Association’s re¬ 
cent evaluation of the candidates 
gives us little to disagree with: 

Municipal Court Seat #1 - In¬ 
cumbent Judge Dorothy von 
Beroldingen, long a friend of the 
gay and lesbian community, re¬ 
ceives the coveted “exceptionally 
well-qualified” rating over her 
“well-qualified” lesbian chal¬ 
lenger, Nancy Davis. Von 
Beroldingen deserves re-election. 

Municipal Court seat #5 - 
Both incumbent Judge Wallace 
Douglas and challenger V. Roy 
Lefcourt received a “well-quali¬ 
fied” rating. Lefcourt is my choice 
in this race. 

Municipal Court Seat-#7 - In¬ 
cumbent Judge David Ballati re¬ 
ceived the “exceptionally well- 
qualified” rating. His opponent, 
Deputy Public Defender Marla 
Zamora, received the lowest “not 
recommended for election” rat¬ 
ing. No question here, Ballati in a 
walk. 

Municipal Court Seat #8 - In¬ 
cumbent Judge Kevin Ryan got 
the “exceptionally well-qualified” 
rating, while his challenger 
Stephen Collier received a 
“qualified” grade. Ryan is one of 
the most talented members of the 
S. F. bench, and is clearly the su¬ 
perior choice here. 

In the single race for the Supe¬ 
rior Court (seat #5), both Ron Al¬ 
bers and opponent Carol Yaggy 
received the “exceptionally well- 
qualified” rating, both are gay, and 
both would make good judges, but 
Albers gets my vote here (not only 
is he highly qualified to be a good 
judge, but he has a long history of 
service to our community). 

Dan Lungren, 
master debater 

For those of you here in the 
Bay Area who missed last 
Wednesday’s governor’s debate 
out of L. A. - and you probably 
did, unless you caught it over the 
weekend on BayTV - you missed 
very little. Mega-millionaire Al 
Checchi (approaching $30 mil¬ 
lion on TV ads alone) probably 
took most of the hits from oppo¬ 
nents Jane Harman, Gray 
Davis, and even Republican Dan 
Lungren, mostly for his running 
of highly negative ads against 
both Harman and Davis (after 
being the first to take a “non-neg¬ 
ative” pledge early in the cam¬ 
paign). 

Checchi, who has never run 
for public office before, faced the 
greater risk, because if he had not 
agreed to the debate he would 
surely have taken heavy criticism 
for assertions that he is trying to 
buy the campaign. Representative 
Harman, now languishing behind 
both Davis and Checchi in most 
polls, made use of the debate to 
help distinguish her campaign 
persona and to dispel the image 
of superficially that has dogged 
her campaign. She came across as 
prepared, revealed issues not pre¬ 
viously announced, and (unlike 
Checchi, who got blasted for his 
failure to vote in recent elections, 
and, again, his negative television 
ads) did not have to spend her 
time defending herself. 

Davis, the current lieutenant 
governor and thought to be the 
current front runner among the 
Democrats, took advantage of the 
90-minute debate to place himself 


on even footing for a change with 
his two multi-millionaire oppo¬ 
nents, and displayed his broad 
grasp of state issues. Davis came 
across as the better prepared of the 
three Democrats, and many 
thought actually surpassed both 
Checchi and Harman on the issues. 

If there was a winner in the 
lowly-publicized debate it proba¬ 
bly was Lungren, the virtually 
certain Republican nominee. The 
best debater of the lot, he came 
across with a poised performance 
that clearly elevated him from the 
bickering Democrats, which can 
only help him when he eventu¬ 
ally faces the Democrat¬ 
ic primary winner in the 
November general elec¬ 
tion. Unless something 
drastic happens within 
the next ten days I 
have to think we will 
see a Gray Davis-Dan 
Lungren gu¬ 
bernatorial 
race in No¬ 
vember. And 
for me, that one is a no-brainer. 
While I have never been a huge 
fan of Gray Davis, he’s no doubt 
qualified and a friend of the 
gay/lesbian community - and the 
guy has got it all over Lungren, 
the right wing, anti-gay candidate 
of the Christian Coalition. Our 
community has had a political 
enemy in the governor’s office for 
the past four terms. Democrat or 
Republican, we must pledge now 
not to let Dan Lungren win in 
November. 

Politics & people 

Make no mistake about it: the 
national Republican party leaders 
have become virtual prisoners of 
religious conservatives; House 
GOP leaders, as well as those in 
control of the U. S. Senate, met 
quietly last week for a four-hour 
“values summit” with representa¬ 
tives of the Christian Coalition, 
Family Research Council, Focus 
on the Family, Southern Baptist 
Convention, and other right wing, 
anti-gay groups, in an effort to 
placate them, and to, apparently, 
pick up the party’s marching or¬ 
ders for the November general 
election. 

In New York City, however, 
Republican Mayor Rudy Giu¬ 
liani (who is serving his final 
term, and thought to be interest¬ 
ed in a national office) put his 
party’s right wingers on notice 
last week that he isn’t their cap¬ 
tive, by announcing a plan that 
would give NYC’s unmarried the 
same privileges as those who are 
married, one of the country’s 
strongest domestic partnership 
policies ever. 

And in Nebraska, Republican 
gay and lesbian voters (yes, they 


exist in Nebraska) were instru¬ 
mental in Lincoln’s “moderate” 
Mayor Mike Johanns come- 
from-behind GOP primary victo¬ 
ry to win the nomination for gov¬ 
ernor last week. He beat a better- 
financed Christian-backed candi¬ 
date, Representative Jon Chris¬ 
tensen, who made gay rights the 
issue of his homophobic cam¬ 
paign. 

My D.C. sources tell me that 
Representative John Kasich of 
Ohio, the House Budget Chair, is 
quietly putting together an “ex¬ 
ploratory committee” to look at 
the 2000 GOP presidential 
nomination. The guy 
will surely have to face 
some continuing ru¬ 
mors about his sexu¬ 
al orientation. 

Here in Califor¬ 
nia, gay and lesbian ac¬ 
tivists are lining up be¬ 
hind Marin 
Supervisor Hal 
Brown’s can¬ 
didacy for state 
Insurance Commissioner; San 
Francisco supes Tom Ammiano, 
Mark Leno, and Leslie Katz, as 
well as Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden, have endorsed Brown. 

The influential San Jose Mer¬ 
cury News has endorsed Democ¬ 
rat Ron Gonzales in the June 
election, and that should do it for 
the popular former Santa Clara 
Supervisor. 

Apparently Mayor Brown got 
carried away while appearing be¬ 
fore the Chron’s editorial board 
recently, and “challenged” State 
Senator Quentin Kopp to run for 
mayor against him. Da Mayor 
should be careful - he might just 
get what he asks for. 

Strange bedfellows: the cam¬ 
paign card that arrived in the 
mail for the “YES on K” cam¬ 
paign listed these endorsers: 
Quentin Kopp, the San Francis¬ 
co Republican Party ... and the 
Harvey Milk Lesbian/Gay Bisex¬ 
ual Demo Club!?! Hey, who am 
I to disagree with the Milk 
Club? 

Senator Dianne Feinstein 
and Richard Blum will hold a 
fundraiser/reception for state 
treasurer candidate Phil An- 
gelides at their home on Friday, 
May 29 from 6-8 p.m. Call (916) 
448-1998 for more info. 

Friends of former Supervisor 
Harry Britt, one of our commu¬ 
nity’s all-time finest, will hold a 
60th birthday celebration for him 
on June 4 at Delaney Street 
restaurant, with the proceeds 
going to fight the anti-gay ballot 
measure in Oregon in November 
($50 admission, 6-8 p.m.). I did¬ 
n’t always agree with Harry, but 
they don’t come any better, and 
I’ll see you there. T

School dazed

h, the Queers at Night 
Flame Big and Bright (Clap 
Clap Clap Clap!) Deep in 
the Heart of Texas! Dept.: The 
Austin Lounge Lizards - that crew 
of satirists cleverly disguised as an 
excellent bluegrass band - once 
said there’s a little piece of L.A. in 
Texas, and it’s called Dallas. No 
matter what you think of the Big 
D (or the Land of La, for that 
matter ... though any city where 
so many lesbians are femme could 
never be beyond redemption), it 
is the latest city to have a high 
school for teenagers who would 
otherwise endure daily homopho¬ 
bic hell at a regular school. 

At this point, Whitman High is 
a struggling private school. It 
costs $7,000 per year to educate 
each student, and they charge on a 
sliding scale, rather than see stu¬ 
dents who can’t afford tuition rel¬ 
egated to said homophobic hell. 
Anyone may attend, even the 
straight or merely questioning. 
There are straight boys at Whit¬ 
man who live with lesbian parents 
- something they say thins out the 
potential dating pool at other 
schools. It’s their freedom 
from collateral hassle because 
of their lesbian moms that 
makes worthwhile having 
an even smaller pool at 
Whitman ... not to men¬ 
tion the lack of a 
football team. (This is 
Texas, remember - 
where high school 
football is a 
sacrament.) 

I got a 
warm feeling 
from reading the story about 
Whitman High. And, I got a kick 
out of reading about one student, 
a transgendered and possibly 
transsexual student, because she 
comes from a place I’ve been in 
the Texas Hill Country: Uvalde, 
Texas. 

Yes, last spring, I met up in San 
Antonio with my ace amateur as¬ 
tronomy friend Jay to take in part 


of the annual Texas Star Party on 
my way to visiting the Texas 
branch of the family (where 
there’s now a second nephew on 
the way). After years out in West 
Texas near the McDonald 
Observatory, disagree¬ 
ments with the new 
owners of the ranch had 
prompted TSP’s move east¬ 
ward, to Uvalde County, 
which in legend first 
sent Lyndon Johnson to 
the U.S. Senate with 
votes from the extreme¬ 
ly chronologi¬ 
cally chal¬ 
lenged. 

Since the 
locals were making a good effort 
to curb potential light pollution 
for us, Brother Jay and I made a 
point of driving out of camp to 
spend money in local restaurants 
while wearing our TSP name tags. 
Though I must say we didn’t stop 
at the local gun and liquor store in 
Uvalde, we did hit Toad’s Roadkill 
Cafe closer to camp... “Toad” 
would be the female proprietor 


and chef’s nickname. So, having 
had a pleasant rural Texas experi¬ 
ence in Uvalde County, learning 
that someone from Uvalde was 
having a queer experience made 
me want to go yee, haw! 

And, it occurred to me that 
Whitman High might be able to 
fulfill its mission without scraping 
by financially, if it could be fund¬ 
ed by a mechanism of which I 
used to be extremely wary: school 
vouchers. 

It was the still present threat of 
vouchers paying for children to go 
to religious schools, where they’d 
be taught sexism and homopho¬ 
bia that gave me pause. It still does 
give me, pause. But vouchers 
would finance queer-friendly 
schools, too. We’re in an era of 
some truly hare-brained educa¬ 
tional schemes long on touchy- 
feely fluff and short on real acad¬ 
emics, yet most parents don’t get 
to choose the paradigm they think 
best for their children. Too often, 
they run up against educrats who 
insist they themselves are the ex¬ 
perts ... but are ready to blame 
the parents for children’s poor 
performance. I think of the battles 
over methods and standards, with 
each side saying kids won’t learn 
any other way, and wonder why 
parents can’t make that decision 
for their own children, since it’s 
their butts on the line for raising 
them. It reminds me of what 
Robert Heinlein wrote in The 
Moon is a Harsh Mistress : “There 
is no worse tyranny than to force 
a man to pay for what he does not 
want merely because you think it 
would be good for him.” 

Vouchers could even preserve 
the bilingual education system, 
even the schemes that actually 
work out to monolingual non- 
English education, should Prop. 
227 pass. Give parents the choice 
for themselves they can either join 
or be free from the educrats vow¬ 
ing to continue doing it their way 
even if 227 passes. Those looking 
to a revolution might note, this 
pledge looks like one element of a 
revolution: political activists tak¬ 
ing power to tax citizens to imple¬ 
ment programs those same citi¬ 
zens would have rejected at the 
polls. No doubt this will make 
various people happy. 

Unfortunately, this is not a 
matter of resistance to laws that 
oppress people, such as segrega¬ 
tion or sodomy laws, in which in¬ 
dividuals are resisting a tyranny of 
the majority. For one thing, 
tyranny would be taxing people 
then denying their demonstrated

This week in gay history: Oscar 
Wilde is found guilty of "gross in¬ 
decency" and is sentenced to two 
years at hard labor, May 25, 
1895. 

n the space of a few years in 

the 1890s, Oscar Wilde went 
II from being Great Britain’s 
most famous playwright to being 
its most famous convict. With the 
loss of his family, his money, and 
his freedom, Wilde’s life turned 
into a drama all its own. 

Wilde was born in Dublin in 
1854 to an aristocratic family. His 
mother was a poet whose flam¬ 
boyant personality and dress 
greatly influenced her son. Even in 
adolescence, young Oscar pre¬ 
ferred scarlet and lilac shirts. At 
Oxford, his taste and withstood 
out as much as his aptitude, as a 
student. “I find it harder and 
harder every day to live up to my 
blue china,” Wilde observed about 
the elegant furnishings he chose 
for his room at Oxford, and the 
droll comment circulated outside 
the university and throughout 
England. 

By age 30, Wilde was famous 
in Europe for the snappy, highly- 
quotable epigrams that filled his 
published essays and peppered his 
speech. “I have nothing to declare 
but my genius,” he told a customs 
officer in New York City, follow¬ 
ing a 1882 U.S. lecture tour that

made him a celebrity on this side 
of the Atlantic, too. 

But Wilde was equally well- 
known for his unorthodox cloth¬ 
ing - velvet jackets with a green 
carnation in the buttonhole - and 
his effeminate mannerisms. The 
British paper, Punch pronounced 
him a “Maryanne,” a derogatory 
word for homosexual, and the 


New York Times labeled 
him “epicene,” another 
word for unmanly. To si¬ 
lence the gossip, Wilde 
married in 1884 and 
quickly fathered two children 

Still, he couldn’t sup¬ 
press his sexual im¬ 
pulses. At 32, he 
began having sex 
with men, and over 
the next few years became more 
openly homosexual, a risky busi¬ 
ness in England at that time. Al¬ 
though sodomy was no longer a 
capital offense, Parliament passed 
the Labouchere Amendment in 
1885, widening the definition of 
illegal homosexual acts to include 
“gross indecency” - oral sex - a 
crime punishable with up to two 
years in prison. 

Wilde at first seemed oblivious 
to the repressive political climate. 
His homoerotic novel, The Picture 
of Dorian Gray (1891), was at¬ 
tacked in the press for dealing 
with “matters only fitted for the 
Criminal Investigation Depart¬ 
ment.” Wilde created an epigram 
in his own defense: “There is no 
such thing as a moral or an im¬ 
moral book. Books are well writ¬ 
ten or badly written. That is all.” 
Still, he changed gears, writing a 
number of comedic plays for gen¬ 
eral audiences such as The Impor¬ 
tance of Being Earnest, which 
brought him popularity and fi¬ 
nancial success. His personal style 
influenced many young men, who 
appeared at the opening of Lady 
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Windermere's Fan in 1892 sport¬ 
ing green carnations. 

When Wilde fell for the 21- 
year-old Lord Alfred Douglas 
(nicknamed “Bosie”) in 1892, 
their affair proved Wilde’s undo¬ 
ing. Bosie’s father was the power¬ 
ful Marquess of Queensberry, 
who decided that Wilde had cor¬ 
rupted his son. When Bosie 
refused to stop seeing Wilde, 
Queensberry began harass¬ 
ing the playwright, on one 
occasion leaving his card at 
Wilde’s club with the 
message, “To Oscar Wilde 
posing Somdomite (sic).” 
Egged on by Bosie, 
Wilde unwisely sued 
Queensberry for libel 
in 1895. 

But to win a libel suit, Wilde 
would have to have proven that 
Queensberry’s innuendoes 
weren’t true. During the trial, 
Queensberry’s lawyer produced a 
damning letter from Wilde to 
Bosie, which Bosie had carelessly 
left in a jacket he gave to a male 
hustler. In the note, Wilde rhap¬ 
sodized that Bosie’s lips were 
made for “the madness of kisses.” 
The jury decided in Queensber¬ 
ry’s favor, and within hours of the 
judgment, Wilde was arrested for 
sodomy and gross indecency. 
Bosie quickly escaped to France. 
The theaters where Wilde’s plays 
were running immediately delet¬ 
ed his name from their programs. 

During Wilde’s first criminal 
trial, 10 male prostitutes whom 
Wilde had solicited for sex testi¬ 
fied against him. Wilde’s elo¬ 
quence alone saved him, when the 
prosecutor demanded his defini¬ 
tion of a phrase in one of Bosie’s 
poems: the “Love that dare not 
speak its name.” Wilde’s powerful 
speech on the noble, innocent na¬ 
ture of love between men met 
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: What do Rupert Everett, RuPaul and Rula Lenska have in common? Stay tuned...

A n article by Richard Gold¬ 
stein in the May 19 Village 
Voice tracks the disturbing 
trend by ratings-hungry local 
news affiliates of using hidden 
camera “exposes” of public sex be¬ 
tween men. “If you think inter¬ 
rupting a cartoon show for live 
coverage of a man blowing his 
brains out on the freeway is as 
sleazy as TV news gets, 
guess again,” Goldstein 
starts. “On Monday 
[May 11], Fox 5 [in 
New York City] treated 
its viewers to hidden- 
camera footage of men 
cruising in rest rooms.” 

He notes that the 
department stores tar¬ 
geted did not give Fox permission 
to film, and would have refused if 
asked. “But in the limbo between 
what is legal and what is proper, 
the hot hand of tabloid-TV news is 
free to roam - especially during 
sweeps month,” he writes. Gold¬ 
stein notes that police surveillance 
of rest rooms, including filming, 
ceased for the most part in the 
mid-1960s, when a number of 
court cases found it unconstitu¬ 
tional. “But it’s unprecedented for 
TV crews to sneak cameras into 
public toilets,” Goldstein states, 
adding that over the past three 
months, over 20 affiliates nation¬ 
wide have done similar stories, 
“airing lurid reports that focus on 
the threat to children who might 
come upon men performing a sex¬ 
ual act.” (See GLAADAlert 3.13.98) 
Goldstein continues, “The real 
news here is the ratings race. The 
wave of rest room reportage first 
crested in February - at the height 
of the winter sweeps - and then 


died down, only to arise again 
during the spring sweeps in late 
April.” He tracks the story back to 
KOMO, the Seattle ABC-affiliate 
that first used the story in its latest 
incarnation - with an Internet 
hook about a Web site that gives 
locations where men gather for 
anonymous public sex across the 
country. “Once the media turn up 
the heat it’s hard to know where a 
gay-sex panic will end,” he con¬ 
cludes. “Stay tuned for the 
summer sweeps.” 

GLAAD has actively 
criticized this kind of 
gay-baiting and sleazy 
journalism since late 
1996, when KENS-TV 
in San Antonio aired 
graphic hidden camera 
footage during the No¬ 
vember sweeps 

(GLAADAlert 12.6.96). 
It is high time for a 
larger discussion within the media 
profession of the social costs of this 
kind of hardcore hidden camera 
hype and sweeps month sleaze. 

The situation has become so 
bad that the National Lesbian and 
Gay Journalists Association 
(NLGJA), for only the second 
time in their history, issued a news 
release condemning the local 
news affiliates for “exceeding the 
bounds of journalism standards 
and taste.” In the release, NLGJA 
President Karen Boothe states, 
“NLGJA in no way condones ille¬ 
gal sexual activity in public places. 
But nor do we condone exploita¬ 
tive coverage that panders to sex¬ 
ual curiosity as a way of pumping 
up ratings.” It also adds, “Boothe 
said such stereotypical stories 
rarely examine the societal pres¬ 
sures that push people to have 
anonymous sex. What’s more, 
day-to-day coverage on these sta¬ 
tions often fails to present an ac¬ 
curate portrait of gay people liv¬ 



ing healthy and productive lives.” 

Please let Fox 5 know that such 
shoddy journalism is unacceptable 
and commend the Village Voice for 
raising these kinds of serious ethi¬ 
cal and professional questions re¬ 
garding this kind of coverage.

such courses more than a year 
ago), and others needed correct¬ 
ing. 

Olmsted-Rose insisted that 
with CUAV’s current budget, “it’s 
very limited what we can do right 
now” in terms of self-defense 
training, noting that the agency 
currently has “no ongoing con¬ 
certed campaign.” He expressed 
hope, that with Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano’s help, CUAV will re¬ 
ceive city funding to initiate a pro¬ 
gram, but offered no details about 
what it might encompass. 

Of CUAV’s latest public IRS 
records, for the period from July 
1, 1996 through June 30, 1997, 
show total revenues of $899,923, 
of which just 54 percent 
($488,554) was spent on victim 
and prevention services, the core 
of CUAV’s program work. About 
12 percent ($109,273) was spent 
on administration and fundrais¬ 
ing, while the remaining 34 per¬ 
cent ($302,096) was listed as “ex¬ 


cess.” 

While prevention services ac¬ 
counted for 59 percent ($288,349) 
of CUAV’s program outlays, ap¬ 
parently most of that went to two 
efforts, a speakers bureau and a 
youth job-training program. 
Other program goals spelled out 
on the IRS form 990, including 
community education on self-de¬ 
fense and whistle distribution, re¬ 
ceived short shrift. 

In true diplomatic fashion, 
Olmsted-Rose preferred to shift 
the topic away from what CUAV 
is not doing to what it’s doing 
well: its public awareness and ed¬ 
ucation efforts. 

“The speakers bureau is what 
we do best,” said Olmsted-Rose. 
With much enthusiasm, he noted 
that CUAV “just got approval 
from the curriculum committee 
to make presentations to fourth 
and fifth grade classes in the San 
Francisco Unified School Dis¬ 
trict.” Previously, CUAV speakers 
had been making presentations 
solely to students in sixth grade or 
above. 

“We just finished designing an 


outdoor media campaign against 
violence against women,” said 
Olmsted-Rose. The project fea¬ 
tures billboards on the sides of 
Muni buses (such signs are called 
“queens” by the ad industry, he 
noted delightedly) that will con¬ 
vey messages against sexual as¬ 
sault, domestic violence, and hate 
violence. The images and text will 
also appear on handouts to be dis¬ 
tributed at queer events such as 
Pride ‘98. 

Another CUAV campaign, 
added Olmsted-Rose, will focus 
on creating and distributing anti¬ 
violence flyers in Spanish, for out¬ 
reach to the Latino community. ▼

With $4.7 million in total 
salaries paid for all employees ex¬ 
cept Christen, according to the 
new reports, the agency’s overall 
payroll decreased during the 
1996-97 Fiscal year - but the top 
salaries all increased. Jane Breyer, 
director of development, saw her 
annual paycheck increase nearly 
19 percent, from $104,133 to 
$118,048; Lance Henderson, di¬ 
rector of finance and administra¬ 
tion, got a 20 percent jump from 
$96,965 to $116,493; Rene Duraz- 
zo, director of programs, went 
from $86,862 to $100,577, a 16 
percent raise; and Susan Haikalis, 
director of client services, went 
from $79,153 to $82,733, a rela¬ 
tively modest 4.5 percent jump. 
Added to the 1996-97 list was 
David Taylor, director of human 
resources, with a reported annual 
salary of $110,839. Sixteen other 
employees had annual salaries 
over $50,000. 

The 1996-97 990s are for the 
period from July 1,1996 until June 
30, 1997. The foundation is now 
near the end of the 1997-98 fiscal 
year, so the figures just released are 
dated, but SFAF is not expected to 
release current figures until 1999. 


Henderson characterized the 
foundation’s financial picture as 
“very strong,” and said they pro¬ 
jected growth of only 3 percent; in 
previous years the foundation’s 
budget has increased more than 
that. “It continues the reliance on 
private giving and we’re seeing an 
end to growth from the govern¬ 
ment sector,” he said. “Thankfully, 
we continue to be very well sup¬ 
ported by events such as the AIDS 
Ride, the AIDS Walk, and the an¬ 
nual dinner. At some point, we are 
going to need to be prepared for 
less growth in the future.” 

The majority of revenue that 
makes up the foundation’s bot¬ 
tom line comes from direct public 
support, and was reported at al¬ 
most $12.4 million; approximate¬ 
ly $3.7 million came from govern¬ 
ment contributions. Nearly 
$300,000 in gross revenue came 
from last year’s leadership dinner. 
Other miscellaneous revenue con¬ 
tributed to the $16.7 million an¬ 
nual budget. The total expenses 
were reported at approximately 
$15.8 million. 

More than two-thirds of the 
total budget, $11.5 million, was 
spent on program services, accord¬ 
ing to the IRS forms; $3.7 million 
was spent on fundraising, and 
$688,098 went to management 
and general expenses. Henderson 


said that simply put, the $316,000 
in reductions for management ex¬ 
penses went into client services. 
“The money was shifted towards 
programs,” Henderson told the 
B.A.R. “Last year we took over the 
California AIDS Hotline and client 
services onsite has grown.” He said 
one of the newer initiatives was 
Gay Life, a program SFAF 
launched last July to address self¬ 
esteem issues and other behavioral 
factors associated with unsafe sex 
practices. The foundation con¬ 
tracted with the University of Cal¬ 
ifornia, San Francisco (UCSF) for 
$128,979 in 1996-97 for the quali¬ 
tative interviews and other 
preparatory research for Gay Life 
before starting the program. 

Treatment working groups 
aimed at women and other clients 
have been established, Henderson 
said, and when the foundation gets 
settled in the new offices, the treat¬ 
ment resource area that was 
promised last year will be set up, 
complete with online access and a li¬ 
brary for clients to learn more in¬ 
formation about HIV/AIDS. He an¬ 
ticipated that project would be com¬ 
pleted by the end of the summer. 
“We also brought on board a treat¬ 
ment advocate,” Henderson said. 

Other major contractors paid 
by the foundation were associat¬ 
ed with client services, lobbying, 


and fundraising. They were: 
Shanti, $341,036; the AIDS Health 
Project (AHP), $332,759; Pallotta 
and Associates, $180,000; and the 
Sheridan Group, $158,150. The 
Shanti and AHP figures were for 
services through the HIV Services 
Partnership. The amount paid to 
fundraiser Dan Pallotta for the 
California AIDS Ride is the same 
as it was in 1995-96. 

The funds paid to the Sheridan 
Group, run out of Washington 
D.C. by Tom Sheridan, was for 
lobbying at the,federal level, 
specifically around needle ex¬ 
change and the Ryan White CARE 
Act, Gordon said. As previously 
reported in the B.A.R., Sheridan 
set up a political action commit¬ 
tee called AIDS PAC for the 1995- 
96 election cycle, and raised 
$569,774 in contributions - of 
which only $40,500, or 7.1 per¬ 
cent, went to candidates. Federal 
Election Commission reports 
show the other $529,274 went to 
administrative overhead, while 
other PACs contribute as much as 
70 percent of contributions to po¬ 
litical candidates. 

The foundation also paid a 
fundraising fee of $70,000 to 
Miller Zeichik and Associates for 
the AIDS Walk, the same figure 
listed in the 1995 IRS forms, Gor¬ 
don said. Nine other contractors 


also received more than $50,000 
each for professional services, ac¬ 
cording to the 990s. 

Caught in a web 

Last year, activists began press¬ 
ing for nonprofit accountability 
and started working with Super¬ 
visor Tom Ammiano for an ordi¬ 
nance to bring “sunshine” to non¬ 
profit agencies. Some activists cre¬ 
ated a website at accountabili- 
typroject.com to post the finan¬ 
cial reports of several ASOs and 
other nonprofits - including the 
latest SFAF forms, which were 
posted the evening they were re¬ 
leased. Since its launch, the web¬ 
site has logged over 3,383 hits. 
Gordon did not rule out the foun¬ 
dation posting the 990s on its 
own website, and said the matter 
is under consideration. 

Rick Solomon, who posts many 
of the 990s for the accountabili- 
typroject.com, acknowledged there 
are some differences between the 
forms and what gets posted. For ex¬ 
ample, the 1995 SFAF 990s lists 
Christens compensation as a com¬ 
bination of her salary and benefits. 
He told the B.A.R. that he would 
probably clarify that, so people vis¬ 
iting the site are aware of what 
would seem to be a discrepancy. 

Outspoken AIDS activist 
Michael Petrelis said he hopes the 
foundation will post the 990s on its 
website at www.sfaf.org. Petrelis 
generated his own controversy re¬ 
cently by meeting in Washington 
with Congressman Tom Coburn 
(R-OK), a vocal proponent of 
mandatory names reporting for 
HIV, about the high salaries of ASO 
executives. Petrelis told the B.A.R. 
that he met with Coburn only after 
repeated attempts to contact his 
Democratic representatives, Con¬ 
gresswoman Nancy Pelosi and Sen¬ 
ator Barbara Boxer were met with 
silence from the lawmakers. 

“I got nowhere,” said Petrelis, 
adding that after meeting with 
Log Cabin representatives, he 
contacted several Republican law¬ 
makers. Coburn’s office was the 
only one who called back. Coburn 
then delivered a one-minute 
speech on the House floor, critical 
of high salaries. ▼

A Second Life: Survivors of Illnesses 
May Find Finances in Need of Care

New drugs and medical advances have 
meant a second chance for many people di¬ 
agnosed with major illnesses such as can¬ 
cer and AIDS. But for some, the blessing of 
improved health has been a financial curse. 

Having sold life-insurance benefits, 
run up huge debts, raided retirement 
funds and gone on disability, many of 
these people structured a life that had no 
tomorrow. 

“They planned for the inevitable, and 
the inevitable didn’t happen, ” says Brent A. 
Neiser, director of collaborative programs 
at the National Endowment for Financial 
Education in Denver. 

Now they must shift gears and figure out 
how to live. To come up with a new strategy, 
these people need to take a good, hard look 
at their health, their assets, their benefits, 
their dreams and their tolerance for risk. 
Their new plans need to include not only the 
cost of a chronic illness but also the possi¬ 
bility of living well into retirement. 

For many, the picture isn’t pretty. 
Thomas W. Swift, a San Francisco invest¬ 
ment adviser, has reason to know firsthand. 
HIV positive himself, he cashed in his re¬ 
tirement account and moved to San Fran¬ 
cisco in 1996, prepared to die. When his prog¬ 
nosis changed, he decided he needed a new 
plan. That plan led him to his current work, 
addressing the long-term financial needs of 
the HTV-positive community. 

‘ ‘I have quite a few people who have zero 
savings,” says Mr. Swift, who is with Horton 
Investment Advisory Group. 

In many cases, the money went to pay 
medical bills and living expenses. Some 
people compounded their problems by mak¬ 
ing irrational financial decisions. Patricia 
C. Drivanos, a New York financial adviser, 
tells of a man diagnosed with cancer who 
immediately sold all his investments. The 
sales created a massive tax liability that de¬ 
pleted his resources, she says. 

Advisers also tell stories of people who in 
the face of imminent death chose to spend 
extravagantly. One of Mr. Swift’s clients, 
for example, ran up a $45,000 credit-card 
debt buying electronics equipment. 

Whatever their individual stories, all 
those fortunate enough to count them¬ 
selves among the survivors now must try to 
reposition themselves financially for an 
unexpected future. The tenuousness of the 
reprieve makes the task more challenging. 


Cancer goes into remission, for exam¬ 
ple, but can recur. HTV drugs extend life 
but don’t cure the disease. And the drugs 
used to battle both can be debilitating. 
“The problem with the drugs for HTV is that 
they are experimental,” says Ms. Dri¬ 
vanos, noting these drugs are also known to 
cause both liver and heart damage. 

Moreover, just because someone is no 
longer dying doesn’t mean they are able to 
live a full life and return to work. Because a 
return to work often means dismantling a 
carefully constructed safety net, people 
should be brutally honest about how they feel 
and whether they can handle a regular 9-to-5 
day. 

Typically, the safety net includes dis¬ 
ability benefits, health-insurance benefits. 
Social Security and perhaps Medicare. 
These benefits often are so valuable that it 
can be hard to figure out an exit strategy. 
“My clients are not just in their safety net, 
they are completely entangled in it,” ex¬ 
plains Mr. Swift. 

Coming up with a way out often means 
both homework and compromise. Start by 
sitting down and reviewing your various in¬ 
surance plans and benefits, says Mark 
Scherzer, a New York attorney who special¬ 
izes in individual-insurance issues. 

Your disability policy, for example, may 
let you to go back to work part time and still 
retain some benefits. “It’s not universal, 
but the majority allow you to go back part 
time,” he explains. This means people can 
“test the waters and see what their stamina 
is” before returning to full-time work. 

Such a step is also less risky, he says, if 
your policy covers “recurrent disability.” 
This means that if you go back to work but 
become disabled by the same condition 
within a certain period of time-let’s say, 
six months or a year-you can renew your 
claim. 

Just last week, Mr. Scherzer had a client 
who wanted to return to work after being on 
disability since the early ’90s. “We found 
that he had a recurrent-disability clause 
that didn’t have any time limit on it at all.” 

Social Security also offers a trial return- 
to-work program, which allows people to 
work for as long as nine months on a full- or 
part-time basis before jeopardizing their 
benefits. 

Make sure you understand whether 
your disability ends when you return to 
any employment or only when you return 
to work in your own occupation. “Group 
coverage tends to be a combination-for 
the first two years it tends to be your own 
occupation, then it goes to any occupa¬ 
tion,” explains Ms. Drivanos. 

This distinction can make a big differ¬ 


ence to many. Those who can’t physically 
return to their old jobs may be able to find 
something else that they’ve always wanted 
to do and still retain benefits. Indeed, 
many have no desire to return to their old 
professions. Having faced their own death, 
they want to grab the proverbial brass ring 
and try something new. 

But people who make that kind of switch 
may jeopardize their health coverage. By 
changing jobs, they may lose benefits pro¬ 
vided by their old employer, and face a 
waiting period before qualifying for new 
health insurance. 

“If you are going to a new job, you have 
to evaluate benefits carefully,” says Jill 
Peetluk Feinstein, a Northport, N.Y., fi¬ 
nancial adviser. For some, that may mean 
tempering their dreams so that they can 
continue to have the benefits needed to live. 

Life insurance also needs attention, she 
says. People on disability often get a 
waiver of premium. Once they are no 
longer disabled, they must resume policy 
payments or risk losing the coverage. 

Budgeting is an important part of any 
new strategy. Doing a basic cash-flow 
analysis will provide a clear picture of how 
much money is coming in and how much is 
going out. Then, if necessary, people can 
adjust their lifestyle to reflect the fact that 
there is going to be a day after tomorrow. 

An investment portfolio for the living is 
also far different from the cash-heavy ap¬ 
proach typically taken by the dying. Many 
terminally ill people move to cash so that 
they have the money to pay medical bills 
and other expenses. 

“Someone who is not terminal can 
lengthen their maturity and take a little 
more risk,” says Ms. Feinstein. Those who 
go back to work may want to accelerate 
their retirement savings. “If you are going 
to live a longer life you may need those dol¬ 
lars to live on in retirement,” she says. 

Some may already have significant as¬ 
sets from selling life-insurance benefits to 
a viatical company or tapping their retire¬ 
ment funds. But often these assets are in¬ 
vested without thought to the future. 

“They have done whatever they wanted 
with it,” says Mr. Swift, noting one client 
put all his life-insurance money into real 
estate that produced little income. Another 
wanted to invest it all in a single stock, and 
a third simply put it in the bank. Now, he 
says, these people need to use those assets 
to create the income needed for them to 
live. 

That doesn’t necessarily mean just cre¬ 
ating a diversified stock portfolio. “In 
some cases that means making an invest¬ 
ment in themselves,” Mr. Swift says. Go¬ 
ing back to school, getting a graduate de¬ 
gree or other professional training may 
pay off better in the long run, he says. 

“It is important to reclaim your 
dreams,” he says. “Part of coming back to 
life is being able to reinvest in yourself.”

Milo helps place pets

C reamer the cat got a new 
home last month because 
of the dedicated work of a 
Mendocino County lesbian, two 
San Francisco gay men, and some 
other friendly humans. 

The fluffy feline was one of 
several animals rescued from pos¬ 
sible euthanasia by the nonprofit 
Milo Foundation. Lynne Tingle, a 
lesbian who used to live in the Bay 
Area, but gave up the hectic pace 
for a quieter life in the rural com¬ 
munity of Willits, runs the foun-

dogs and cats to San Francisco for 
pet adoption days in the Potrero 
Hill area once a month. 

Dandelion, the eclectic gift 
store that hosts the adoption days, 
is co-owned by Steve Fletcher, a 
gay man who serves on the board 
of the Milo Foundation with his 
partner Carl Croft. Fletcher, Croft, 
Tingle, and their four-legged pals 
invite the public to stop by and 
meet them this Saturday, May 23 
- and perhaps adopt an animal or 
make a donation to the founda¬ 
tion. Future pet adoption days at 
Dandelion will be held June 27; 
July 25; and August 22 (the fourth 
Saturday of each month until Au¬ 
gust). The animals will be in Dan¬ 
delion’s garden area. 

The foundation is dedicated to 
providing solutions to pet over¬ 
population and the accompany¬ 
ing animal abuse and neglect 
through adoption services, educa¬ 
tion, and providing sanctuary to 
animals for whom homes cannot 
be found. Until they are adopted, 
the foundation’s animals live on a 
large 93-acre spread affectionate¬ 
ly called the Milo property, which 
includes meadows, a creek, and 
many beautiful trails. All Milo an¬ 
imals receive the appropriate tests 
and vaccinations, and are spayed 
or neutered. Adoption fees vary. 

“We are devoted to providing 
alternatives for stray animals and 
the countless lovable and highly 
adoptable dogs, cats, puppies, and 
kittens we rescue from being euth¬ 
anized at animal control shelters,” 
Tingle told the B.A.R. Many of the 
Northern California animal shel¬ 
ters that the foundation works with 
do not have a “no kill” policy like 
the San Francisco SPCA, Fletcher 
said, particularly those in the less 
populated areas of the state. 

Last month a variety of ani¬ 
mals were available for adoption at 
Dandelion, including Rosie, a dog 
who was found crammed in a rab¬ 
bit cage on a backwoods road. 
More are expected this Saturday, 
and as spring turns into summer, 


there should be plenty of kittens 
along with the puppies, dogs, and 
cats at the adoption days. 

Fletcher, who with Croft has 
served on the board of directors 
since the foundation was formed 
in 1995, said that there are usual¬ 
ly around 50 dogs, 20 puppies, 
and 75 cats at the Milo facility. 
Not all of those, of course, are 
brought down to the Bay Area; 
Tingle said that she tries to select 
the animals that have the best 
chance of being adopted. 

“We’ve helped more than 
1,000 animals since the founda¬ 
tion started,” Tingle told the 
B.A.R. “We have our hands full up 
there.” In addition to Tingle, there 
are three others who work at the 
facility. “In decent months, we 
place 35 to 45 animals.” 

Tingle, originally from Berkeley, 
said animal lovers who want to 
help out at the facility can volun¬ 
teer to do so; it makes a relaxing 
weekend away from the big city. 
People are also needed to bring do¬ 
nated animal food from the East 
Bay up to the site, and to help out at 
the local pet adoption days. As with 
most nonprofits, the Milo Founda¬ 
tion has an extensive wish list; both 
office equipment and land and an¬ 
imal management equipment are 
needed, Tingle said, along with 
smaller items such as dog biscuits 
and stainless steel bowls. 

For pet owners who can no 
longer keep their pets, Milo has a 
referral placement program; the 
foundation also has a spay and 
neuter assistance program and the 
unique “housecats for seniors” 
program, which places the most 
gentle, adult lap cats with qualified 
seniors, free of adoption fees. ▼

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Mental health funding 
on CARE agenda Tues.

"K' he HIV Health Services 
Planning Council Monday, 
May 18 revisited the priori¬ 
tization process that cut $850,000 
in federal Ryan White CARE Act 
funds for mental health services 
last year, but the council ran out 
of time before reaching a decision 
and will take up the matter again 
this Tuesday, May 26. 

Mayor Willie Brown, who has 
final approval over appointment 
to the 40-member council, ad¬ 
dressed the group and an over¬ 
flow crowd Monday night and 
urged them to restore the fund¬ 
ing. During a lengthy public com¬ 
ment, the council heard from 
many mental health professionals 
and people living with HIV/AIDS 
who receive the CARE-funded 
services. Those for long and 
short-term psychotherapy are the 
areas that would be affected by the 
cuts. During the discussion that 
followed, however, the majority of 
members seemed to agree with 
other activists who spoke at the 


meeting and argued against revis¬ 
iting a previous decision. 

Brown and Health Director Dr. 
Mitch Katz asked that the council 
consider restoring the cuts that 
would begin July 1, with an esti¬ 
mated $1.4 million in leftover 
CARE money and funds that they 
anticipate will be unspent after the 
current CARE fiscal year. Coun- 
cilmembers, however, disagreed 
with some of Katz’s projections and 
a motion to consider revisiting the 
mental health cuts using “actual 
amount of money available” failed 
to get the two-thirds necessary for 
approval, and failed 11 to 17. 

“I’m really concerned about 
our process,” member Joy Rucker 
said before leaving the meeting. 
“This is a waste of our time. I just 
don’t understand. The mayor has 
priorities, he’s cut budgets. We 
have priorities. I don’t understand 
why our process isn’t respected.” 

Several councilmembers noted 
that cuts last year were made in all 
service categories because they 
knew the city would get less 
CARE money; they said that next 
year’s pot of money for San Fran- 


PEP , condoms community 
boards to meet Wed.

$ - he Postexposure Prophlylax- 
is Community Advisory 
Board (PEP CAB) is having 
a joint meeting with the Condoms 
and Alternatives study CAB this 
Wednesday, May 27 at the AIDS 
Office. Interested community 
members can attend the meeting. 

Dr. Joshua Bamberger and 
AIDS Office staff member Valerie 
Kegebein explained that the Con¬ 
doms and Alternatives study is a 
survey of men who have sex with 
men (MSM) in San Francisco that 
seeks to understand how HIV sci¬ 
ence, treatment, and existing pre¬ 
vention methods are affecting 
MSM risk behavior. The study 
group is also planning to test dif¬ 


ferent messages for the purpose of 
raising awareness about condoms 
and PEP. 

PEP is the use of current HIV 
treatment drugs soon after an ex¬ 
posure to HIV to prevent infec¬ 
tion. It is a new treatment that has 
gained considerable national at¬ 
tention and which started in San 
Francisco last year. The PEP CAB 
is in the process of conducting 
focus groups on PEP and is also 
looking to design messages about 
PEP. Preliminary information 
from the focus groups will be pre¬ 
sented at the meeting. ▼

cisco will also be decreased as fed¬ 
eral funds in general for 
HIV/AIDS are drying up. 

Dick Pabich, the mayor’s policy 
advisor on HIV/AIDS, told the 
B.A.R. that city officials are work¬ 
ing on alternative scenarios for the 
upcoming meeting. Pabich said 
the mayor asked the council to re¬ 
consider the cuts because he was 
pursuing options. When asked 
why the mayor couldn’t use some 
of the estimated $100 million bud¬ 
get surplus, Pabich said that it’s his 
understanding that there’s actually 
a projected deficit in the mayor’s 
proposed 1998-99 budget, which is 
currently being completed. 

“Essentially, there is no sur¬ 
plus,” said Pabich, who added the 
mayor is planning to increase 
funding for mental health, AIDS, 
substance abuse, and other health 
services in the proposed budget 
that will be presented to the Board 
of Supervisors. 

Pabich said the planning coun¬ 
cil’s original decision was based 
on assumptions the mayor’s office 
disagrees with. “The mayor felt of 
all the cuts on the table, mental 
health would be most devastat¬ 
ing,” said Pabich. T

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McVeigh promoted

hat if they gave a pro¬ 
motion party and no¬ 
li body came? That in 
essence was what happened to 
Timothy R. McVeigh, the sailor 
the Navy is still trying to kick out 
because it believes he is gay. 

On May 12, McVeigh learned 
that he was promoted to Master 
Chief Petty Officer, the Navy’s 
highest enlisted rank. Only 16 
people, 10 percent of those eligi¬ 
ble, were promoted. The “frock- 
ing” or promotion ceremony was 
scheduled for the next day. 

But at the last moment the 
Navy decided to bar the media 
from the event. Pacific Fleet 
spokesman Commander Kevin 
Wensing claimed that “the cere¬ 
mony is not considered a media 
event,” and offered up the lame 
excuse of trying to protect the 
privacy of two other sailors 
being promoted at the same 
time. 

“Normally this type of cere¬ 
mony is held in the open in front 
of all the troops, in full view of 
everybody, and not behind the 
closed doors of a commander’s 
office,” said McVeigh’s Navy at¬ 
torney, Lieutenant Derek Cole. 

McVeigh was “very disap¬ 
pointed” by the chain of events. 
“Normally the Navy celebrates 
such an occasion because it’s a 
chance to show off the best it 
has,” he said. 

“Here’s a guy who has done 
his job, served his country, and 
even moved in with his mother 
in order to care for her after a re¬ 


cent heart attack,” said John Ar- 
avosis, a communications con¬ 
sultant who has been assisting 
McVeigh. “And all the Clinton 
administration and the Pentagon 
brass can think about is ruining 
his career and destroying his 
life.” 

McVeigh’s case will be back in 
a federal courtroom in Washing¬ 
ton, DC on June 1.

The following is a brief summaiy only; see full prescribing information for complete product intormation, _ 

WARNING. ZIDOVUDINE, ONE OF THE TWO ACTIVE INGREDIENTS IN COMBIVIR, HAS BEEN ASSOCIATED 
WITH HEMATOLOGIC TOXICITY INCLUDING NEUTROPENIA AND SEVERE ANEMIA, PARTICULARLY IN PATIENTS 
WITH ADVANCED HIV DISEASE (SEE WARNINGS). PROLONGED USE OF ZIDOVUDINE HAS BEEN ASSOCIATED WITH 
SYMPTOMATIC MYOPATHY. 

LACTIC ACIDOSIS AND SEVERE HEPATOMEGALY WITH STEATOSIS, INCLUDING FATAL CASES, HAVE BEEN 
REPORTED WITH THE USE OF ANTIRETROVIRAL NUCLEOSIDE ANALOGUES ALONE OR IN COMBINATION, INCLUDING 
ZIDOVUDINE AND LAMIVUDINE (SEE WARNINGS). _ 

INDICATIONS AND USAGE: COMBIVIR is indicated for the treatment of HIV infection. 

Description of Clinical Studies: COMBIVIR: There have been no clinical trials conducted with COMBIVIR. See CLINICAL 
PHARMACOLOGY for information about bioequivalence. One COMBIVIR Tablet given twice a day is an alternative regimen 
to EPIVIR Tablets 150 mg twice a day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day in divided doses. 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine: The NUCB3007 (CAESAR) study was conducted using EPIVIR 150-mg Tablets (150 mg 
b.i.d.) and RETROVIR 100-mg Capsules (2 x 100 mg t.i.d.). CAESAR was a multicenter, double-blind, placebo-controlled 
study comparing continued current therapy [zidovudine alone (62% of patients) or zidovudine with didanosine or zalcitabine 
(38% of patients)] to the addition of EPIVIR or EPIVIR plus an investigational non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitor, 
randomized 1:2:1. A total of 1,816 HIV-infected adults with 25 to 250 (median 122) CD4 cells/mm 3 at baseline were enrolled: 
median age was 36 years, 87% were male, 84% were nucleoside-experienced, and 16% were therapy-naive. The median 
duration on study was 12 months. Results are summarized in Table 1.

CONTRAINDICATIONS: COMBIVIR Tablets are contraindicated in patients with previously demonstrated clinically significant 
hypersensitivity to any of the components of the product. 

WARNINGS: COMBIVIR is a fixed-dose combination of lamivudine and zidovudine. Ordinarily, COMBIVIR should not be 
administered concomitantly with either lamivudine or zidovudine. 

The complete prescribing information for all agents being considered for use with COMBIVIR should be consulted before 
combination therapy with COMBIVIR is initiated. 

Bone Marrow Suppression: COMBIVIR should be used with caution in patients who have bone marrow compromise 
evidenced by granulocyte count <1,000 cells/mm 3 or hemoglobin <9.5 g/dL (see ADVERSE REACTIONS). 

Frequent blood counts are strongly recommended in patients with advanced HIV disease who are treated with COMBIVIR. 
For HIV-infected individuals and patients with asymptomatic or early HIV disease, periodic blood counts are recommended. 
Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis: Lactic acidosis and severe hepatomegaly with steatosis, including 
fatal cases, have been reported with the use of antiretroviral nucleoside analogues alone or in combination, including 
zidovudine and lamivudine. A majority of these cases have been in women. Caution should be exercised when administering 
COMBIVIR to any patient, and particularly to those with known risk factors for liver disease. Treatment with COMBIVIR 
should be suspended in any patient who develops clinical or laboratory findings suggestive of lactic acidosis or hepatotoxicity. 
Myopathy: Myopathy and myositis, with pathological changes similar to that produced by HIV disease, have been associated 
with prolonged use of zidovudine and therefore may occur with therapy with COMBIVIR. 

PRECAUTIONS: 

General: Reduction of doses of lamivudine is recommended for patients with low body weight (less than 50 kg or 110 lb); 
therefore patients with low body weight should not receive COMBIVIR. 

Patients With HIV and Hepatitis B Virus Coinfection: In clinical trials and postmarketing experience, some patients with HIV 
infection who have chronic liver disease due to hepatitis B virus infection experienced clinical or laboratory evidence of 
recurrent hepatitis upon discontinuation of lamivudine. Consequences may be more severe in patients with decompensated 
liver disease. 

Patients With Impaired Renal Function: Reduction of the dosages of lamivudine and zidovudine is recommended for 
patients with impaired renal function. Patients with creatinine clearance <50 mL/min should not receive COMBIVIR. 
Information for Patients: COMBIVIR is not a cure for HIV infection and patients may continue to experience illnesses 
associated with HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. Patients should be advised that the use of COMBIVIR has 
not been shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Patients 
should be informed that the major toxicities of COMBIVIR are neutropenia and/or anemia. They should be told of the extreme 
importance of having their blood counts followed closely while on therapy, especially for patients with advanced HIV disease. 
Patients should be advised of the importance of taking COMBIVIR as it is prescribed. 

Drug Interactions: Coadministration of ganciclovir, interferon-alpha, and other bone marrow suppressive or cytotoxic agents 
may increase the hematologic toxicity of zidovudine (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY section of full prescribing information). 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, and Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenicity: 

Lamivudine: Lamivudine long-term carcinogenicity studies in mice and rats showed no evidence of carcinogenic potential 
at exposures up to 10 times (mice) and 58 times (rats) those observed in humans at the recommended therapeutic dose. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was administered orally at three dosage levels to separate groups of mice and rats (60 females 
and 60 males in each group). Initial single daily doses were 30,60, and 120 mg/kg per day in mice and 80,220, and 600 
mg/kg per day in rats. The doses in mice were reduced to 20,30, and 40 mg/kg per day after day 90 because of treatment- 
related anemia, whereas in rats only the high dose was reduced to 450 mg/kg per day on day 91 and then to 300 mg/kg per 
day on day 279. 

In mice, seven late-appearing (after 19 months) vaginal neoplasms (five non-metastasizing squamous cell carcinomas, 
one squamous cell papilloma, and one squamous polyp) occurred in animals given the highest dose. One late-appearing 
squamous cell papilloma occurred in the vagina of a middle-dose animal. No vaginal tumors were found at the lowest dose. 

In rats, two late-appearing (after 20 months), non-metastasizing vaginal squamous cell carcinomas occurred in animals 
given the highest dose. No vaginal tumors occurred at the low or middle dose in rats. No other drug-related tumors were 
observed in either sex of either species. 

At doses that produced tumors in mice and rats, the estimated drug exposure (as measured by AUC) was approximately 
three times (mouse) and 24 times (rat) the estimated human exposure at the recommended therapeutic dose of 100 mg 
every 4 hours. 

Two transplacental carcinogenicity studies were conducted in mice. One study administered zidovudine at doses of 20 
mg/kg per day or 40 mg/kg per day from gestation day 10 through parturition and lactation with dosing continuing in 
offspring for 24 months postnatally. The doses of zidovudine employed in this study produced zidovudine exposures 
approximately three times the estimated human exposure at recommended doses. After 24 months, at the highest dose, an 
increase in incidence of vaginal tumors was noted with no increase in tumors in the liver or lung or any other organ in either 
gender. These findings are consistent with results of the standard oral carcinogenicity study in mice, as described earlier. A 
second study administered zidovudine at maximum tolerated doses of 12.5 mg/day or 25 mg/day (-1,000 mg/kg 

was^rnncreaseln the^number of tumors in the lung? liver?and fema?e reproductive tracts in the offspring of mice receiving 
the higher dose level of zidovudine. 

It is not known how predictive the results of rodent carcinogenicity studies may be for humans. 

Mutagenicity: Lamivudine: Lamivudine was negative in a microbial mutagenicity screen, in an in vitro cell transformation 
assay, in a rat micronucleus test, in a rat bone marrow cytogenetic assay, and in an assay for unscheduled DNA synthesis 
in rat liver. It was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK +/ ' mouse lymphoma assay and clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay using cultured 
human lymphocytes. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK +/ ‘ mouse lymphoma assay, positive in an in vitro cell 
transformation assay, clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay using cultured human lymphocytes, and positive in mouse and rat 
micronucleus tests after repeated doses. It was negative in a cytogenetic study in rats given a single dose. 

Impairment of Fertility: Lamivudine: In a study of reproductive performance, lamivudine, administered to male and 
female rats at doses up to 130 times the usual adult dose based on body surface area considerations, revealed no evidence 
of impaired fertility (judged by conception rates) and no effect on the survival, growth, and development to weaning of the 
offspring. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine, administered to male and female rats at doses up to 7 times the usual adult dose based on body 
surface area considerations, had no effect on fertility judged by conception rates. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. 

COMBIVIR: There are no adequate and well-controlled studies of COMBIVIR in pregnant women. Reproduction studies 
with lamivudine and zidovudine have been performed in animals (see Lamivudine and Zidovudine sections below). 
COMBIVIR should be used during pregnancy only if the potential benefits outweigh the risks. 


Lamivudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered lamivudine have been performed in rats and rabbits at 130 and 
60 times, respectively, the usual adult dose (based on relative body surface area) and have revealed no evidence of 
teratogenicity. Some evidence of early embryolethality was seen in the rabbit at doses similar to those produced by the usual 
adult dose and higher, but there was no indication of this effect in the rat at orally administered doses up to 130 times the 
usual adult dose. Studies in pregnant rats and rabbits showed that lamivudine is transferred to the fetus through the placenta. 

Zidovudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered zidovudine in the rat and in the rabbit at doses up to 500 
mg/kg per day revealed no evidence of teratogenicity with zidovudine. Zidovudine treatment resulted in embryo/fetal toxicity 
as evidenced by an increase in the incidence of fetal resorptions in rats given 150 or 450 mg/kg per day and rabbits given 
500 mg/kg per day. The doses used in the teratology studies resulted in peak zidovudine plasma concentrations (after one- 
half of the daily dose) in rats 66 to 226 times, and in rabbits 12 to 87 times, mean steady-state peak human plasma 
concentrations (after one-sixth of the daily dose) achieved with the recommended daily dose (100 mg every 4 hours). In an 
additional teratology study in rats, a dose of 3,000 mg/kg per day (very near the oral median lethal dose in rats of 3,683 
mg/kg) caused marked maternal toxicity and an increase in the incidence of fetal malformations. This dose resulted in peak 
zidovudine plasma concentrations 350 times peak human plasma concentrations. No evidence of teratogenicity was seen in 
this experiment at doses of 600 mg/kg per day or less. Two rodent carcinogenicity studies were conducted (see 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility). 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of pregnant women exposed to COMBIVIR™ 
Tablets (lamivudine/zidovudine tablets) and other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry has been 
established. Physicians are encouraged to register patients by calling (800) 722-9292, ext. 39437. 

Nursing Mothers: The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention recommend that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed 
their infants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 

COMBIVIR :Zidovudine is excreted in breast milk (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Pharmacokinetics: Nursing Mothers 
section of full prescribing information); however, no data are available on COMBIVIR or lamivudine. Therefore, there is a 
potential for adverse effects in nursing infants. Mothers should be instructed not to breast-feed if they are receiving 
COMBIVIR. 

Pediatric Use: COMBIVIR should not be administered to pediatric patients less than 12 years of age because it is a fixed- 
dose combination that cannot be adjusted for this patient population. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine Administered As Separate Formulations: In four randomized, controlled trials of EPIVIR 300 
mg per day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day, the following selected clinical and laboratory adverse events were observed 
(see Tables 2 and 3).

Observed During Clinical Practice: The following events have been identified during post-approval use of EPIVIR and/or 
RETROVIR. Because they are reported voluntarily from a population of unknown size, estimates of frequency cannot be 
made. These events have been chosen for inclusion due to their seriousness, frequency of reporting, causal connection to 
EPIVIR and/or RETROVIR, or a combination of these factors. 

Alopecia, erythema multiforme, hyperglycemia, lactic acidosis and hepatic steatosis (see WARNINGS), pancreatitis, 
seizures, sensitization reactions (including anaphylaxis), Stevens-Johnson syndrome, urticaria, and vasculitis. 
OVERDOSAGE: 

COMBIVIR: There is no known antidote for COMBIVIR. 

Lamivudine: One case of an adult ingesting 6 grams of lamivudine was reported; there were no clinical signs or symptoms 
noted and hematologic tests remained normal. It is not known whether lamivudine can be removed by peritoneal dialysis or 
hemodialysis. 

Zidovudine: Acute overdoses of zidovudine have been reported in pediatric patients and adults. These involved exposures 
up to 50 grams. The only consistent findings were nausea and vomiting. Other reported occurrences included headache, 
dizziness, drowsiness, lethargy, confusion, and one report of a grand mal seizure. Hematologic changes were transient. All 
patients recovered. Hemodialysis and peritoneal dialysis appear to have a negligible effect on the removal of zidovudine while 
elimination of its primary metabolite, 3'-azido-3'-deoxy-5'-0-8-/>glucopyranuronosylthymidine (GZDV), is enhanced. 
DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION: The recommended oral dose of COMBIVIR for adults and adolescents (at least 12 years 
of age) is one tablet (containing 150 mg of lamivudine and 300 mg of zidovudine) twice daily. 

Dose Adjustment: Because it is a fixed-dose combination, COMBIVIR should not be prescribed for patients requiring dosage 
adjustment such as those with reduced renal function (creatinine clearance <50 mL/min), those with low body weight (<50 
kg or 110 lb), or those experiencing dose-limiting adverse events.

* P he blast of summer heat 
that has hit the nation’s 
capital is nothing com¬ 
pared to the rhetorical hot air 
that the extreme right is direct¬ 
ing at James Hormel, ambas¬ 
sador designate to Luxembourg.

“I would feel the 
same way if it were David Duke 
or anybody whose agenda is 
more important than the coun¬ 
try,” said the senator. 

“It is apparent that nothing is 
out of bounds with Imhofe,” re¬ 


sponded Winnie Stachelberg, 
political director of the Human 
Rights Campaign (HRC). “He is 
willing to do anything, and say 
anything to defame a noted phil¬ 
anthropist who is supported by 
respected lawmakers in both 
parties.” 

White House spokesman 
Barry Toiv said, “It makes it 
more clear than ever that Mr. 
Hormel is being blocked only 
because he is gay and only by 
those who have the most ex¬ 
treme agendas.” 

Hormel’s nomination passed 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, chaired by Jesse 
Helms, by a vote of 16-2. And it 
has gained the support of such 
prominent Republican conserv¬ 
atives as Oren Hatch (Utah) and 
Gordon Smith (Oregon). 

But that hasn’t stopped Sen. 
Bob Smith (R-New Hampshire) 
from accusing Hormel of being 
anti-Catholic. He based that on 
the fact that Hormel declined to 
issue a McCarthyesque denunci¬ 
ation of San Franciso’s own Sis¬ 
ters of Perpetual Indulgence.

“This is historic,” said a Euro¬ 
pean diplomat familiar with cere¬ 
mony. “Never before has someone 
so flamboyant been given such a 
responsibility, particularly so 
from Mexico, which is such a 


macho-chauvinist society.” 

Pedro Joaquin-Coldwell, a na¬ 
tive of Cozumel off the Yucatan 
Peninsula, studied at the 
Iberoamerican Univeristy, where 
he received his law degree. His ca¬ 
reer has included the posts of Sec¬ 
retary of Tourism, Director Gen¬ 
eral of the National Tourist De¬ 
velopment Fund (FONATUR), 
Coordinators of the Aid to 
Refugees (COMAR) and Coordi¬ 
nator of the Dialogue in Chiapas. 
In addition, he was Governor of 
the State of Quintana Roo, where 
the resort of Cancun is located, 
and his new post is especially sen¬ 
sitive, as Mexico is seen as a medi¬ 
ator in on-going reforms within 
Cuba in anticipation of greater 
U.S.-Cuba contacts. ▼ 
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used the arcane rules of the Sen¬ 
ate to place a “hold” on the nom¬ 
ination and prevent it from 
moving forward. A majority of 
60 Senators is necessary to over¬ 
ride a hold. 

Diane Feinstein (D-Califor- 
nia) believes that she has 58 of 
those votes lined up, including 
more than a dozen Republicans. 
But Senator Minority Leader 
Tom Daschle (D-South Dakota) 
told Roll Call he is not sure that 
the time is right to make a con¬ 
certed effort for the nominee, al¬ 
though he promised such an ef¬ 
fort “sometime this session.” 

Rich Tafel, executive director 
of Log Cabin Republicans, be¬ 
lieves the appointment could 
end up being amended to anoth¬ 
er piece of legislation. The group 
is working with the White House 
and is writing a letter to Repub¬ 
lican senators who are not on 
record as opposing the nomina¬ 
tion, “to lay the groundwork for 
whatever happens.” 

He called the Roll Call article 
“very damaging” in two ways. 
First, it allowed the slurs against 
Hormel to stand unrefuted. Sec¬ 
ond, an unnamed gay activist 
was quoted as saying, “We are 
strong-arming these moderates.” 
Tafel says that is “absolutely un¬ 
true. All of the Republican mod¬ 
erates are already onboard. And 
now their motives are being 
questioned.” 

He doesn’t know when the 
issue will be resolved, because 
“[Senate Majority Leader] Trent 
Lott doesn’t really want to deal 
with it.” ▼

s a black lesbian living in 
the East Bay, Crystal West- 
-' I on was involved in the San 
Francisco legal and political 
scenes for several years, but now 
she hopes to bring her experi¬ 
ences home: to the Alameda 
County African-American gay 
community in particular, and the 
queer community in general. We¬ 
ston has been hired as the client 
services director at the African- 
American AIDS Support Services 
and Survival Institute, Inc., or 
AMASSI, where she plans to work 
within the organization as well as 
with the greater gay community 
to help bring visibility that has 
been lacking historically, especial¬ 
ly when compared with San Fran¬ 
cisco’s well known queer activism. 

Weston used to be the same- 
sex and transgender victims’ ad¬ 
vocate for the Family Violence 
Project formed by San Francisco 
District Attorney Terence Halli- 
nan [see related story, facing page]. 
She started her new position with 
AMASSI Monday, May 18, after a 
brief stint helping restructure 
other parts of the agency. “AMAS¬ 
SI has been growing by leaps and 
bounds,” said Weston, noting the 
agency’s annual budget is about 
$1.2 million. Alvan Quamina 
serves as its executive director. 

Weston, a graduate of North¬ 
western University law school and 
a former fellow with the Lawyers 
Committee for Civil Rights, also 
served for six months as an aide to 
open lesbian Supervisor Leslie 
Katz. 

While she enjoyed her work in 
San Francisco helping train police 
officers about transgender and 
same-sex domestic violence issues 
and working aggressively to get 
the word out to the lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender (LGBT) 
community about the importance 
of reporting and following up on 
same-sex domestic violence inci¬ 
dents, ultimately, Weston longed 
for the opportunity to gain man¬ 
agerial and supervisory experi¬ 
ence. At AMASSI, she is responsi¬ 
ble for supervising various staff 
who provide benefits counseling 
and employment services to 
homeless people. The agency also 
offers some mental health services 
and anonymous HIV testing. 

To Weston, HIV/AIDS is just 
one of many issues facing the East 
Bay gay community. She echoed

what others have said concerning 
the importance of affordable 
housing, food, and other critical 
life issues that people living with 
HIV/AIDS need to solve, in some 
cases before they seek HIV/AIDS 
services. “I think AMASSI can be a 
key in that,” she said. “Externally, a 
challenge will be learning what’s 
going on politically, even though 
I live in Oakland, all of my jobs 
have been in San Francisco. Now, 
I have an opportunity to bring my 
talent home.” 

Weston is aware that the rela¬ 
tive invisibility of the LGBT com¬ 
munity in the East Bay is not a 
new issue and has been discussed 
before. “People say that constant¬ 
ly,” she told the B.A.R. “It seems 
sad that Oakland is just across the 
water, and so many black LGBT 
folks don’t feel empowered. 
AMASSI identifies as a black, gay 
organization and I want to take 
that History and add to it.” 

AMASSI works with two unin¬ 
corporated groups, the Black 
Men’s Xchange (BMX) and the 
Black Women’s Xchange (BWX) 
by providing office space and re¬ 
lated support. Weston hopes to 
speak at a BWX meeting, for ex¬ 
ample, as part of her long range 
goal of making the queer commu¬ 
nity more visible. AMASSI has also 
worked in the past with the East 
Bay Lesbian/Gay Democratic Club 
(EBL/GDC) and Weston hopes to 
continue doing that as well. 

More immediately, Weston 
will be supervising AMASSI staff 
in a variety of departments, pro¬ 
viding training, and working with 
the staff to determine what the or¬ 
ganization’s priorities will be. ▼

BAY Positives' Bettencourt 
leaves for Harvard

V ay Area Young Positives (BAY 
Positives), the peer-based or- 

i ganization that provides ser¬ 
vices and support for young peo¬ 
ple living with HIV/AIDS has lost 
its executive director. Troix Betten¬ 
court left Friday, May 8 to return 
to Boston, where he plans to pur¬ 
sue a graduate degree at Harvard 
University. In the interim, the 
agency’s management team will 
oversee the day-to-day operations 
of the agency. 

During his tenure, Bettencourt 
said one of the most important 
things he did was getting the 
board of directors more actively 
involved, particularly in fundrais¬ 
ing. Jerry Windley, board presi¬ 
dent, said the organization would 
miss Bettencoprt, who, was re¬ 
cruited From the Gay arid Lesbian 
Center in Los Angeles. He was at 
BAY Positives for about one year. 

“His biggest accomplishment 
was to bring the focus of the 
agency back to its original mis¬ 
sion. He gave a lot of visibility to 
BAY Positives,” Windley told the 
B.A.R. “I’m very jealous of him 
that he’s going to Harvard.” 

Bettencourt presided over a 
successful fundraiser earlier this 
year that was hosted by Supervi¬ 
sor Gavin Newsom and raised 
over $10,000. 

“Troix has always maintained 
the highest level of commitment 
to young people living with HIV 
disease,” said Ramon Martinez, 
director of operations. 

Gilbert Pickett, director of pro¬ 
grams, and Meredith Broome, di¬ 
rector of outreach, will be running 
BAY Positives in this interim peri¬ 
od with Martinez. Collectively, the 
three managers have spent nearly

12 years supporting the agency. 

The organization’s consensus- 
based decision making process, 
which has long been a trademark 
of the agency, puts it at the fore¬ 
front of innovative nonprofit 
management, said Martinez. 

“At a time when federal budget 
cuts to AIDS service organizations 
seriously limit the scope of ser¬ 
vices to people living with HIV 
disease, we feel this management 
model truly demonstrates that 
three heads are better than one,” 
Martinez said. 

BAY Positives was started with 
a federal grant through the Spe¬ 
cial Projects of National Signifi¬ 
cance (SPNS). The funding 
through that program ends in 
November and the organization is 
trying to raise funds to continue 
providing services that include a 
Monday night drop-in group, a 
women’s group, a gay men’s 
group, a youth of color group, and 
a recovery group. BAY Positives 
also offers referrals to healthcare 
and other services. ▼

torney Terence Hallinan’s office. 

On the job for about a month, 
Sheehy is providing advocacy ser¬ 
vices in criminal justice and relat¬ 
ed civil court matters for lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgender vic¬ 
tims of domestic violence, as well 
as working with police to provide 
further training in the area of 
same-sex domestic violence. He 
also brings another unique per¬ 
spective to the job, being openly 
HIV-positive. 

“It’s significant that Terence 
hired a HIV-positive person. A 
study by Greg Merrill at Commu¬ 
nity United Against Violence 
[CUAV] shows HIV is a major fac¬ 
tor that people stay in abusive re¬ 
lationships,” Sheehy told the B.A.R.

larly valued by patients with HIV 
and AIDS, who suffer nausea and 
other acute side effects of combi- 
nation-drug therapies. Evidence 
suggests it is also hugely effective 
against glaucoma, multiple sclero¬ 
sis, and the effects of cancer 
chemotherapy. 

U.S. District Court Judge 
Charles Breyer issued a ruling 
Wednesday, May 13 in the federal 
civil case against six cannabis clubs 
in California. He ordered a pre¬ 
liminary injunction against the 
clubs, to go into effect this week. 

However, Breyer refused to 
grant the Clinton administration’s 
call for an immediate permanent 
injunction against the clubs. He 
declined to address the constitu¬ 
tionality of Proposition 215, the 
Compassionate Care Act passed 
by California voters in 1996, and 
held out the possibility that local 
governmental agencies could 
carry out the humanitarian man¬ 
date that citizens envisioned when 
they voted to approve the law. 

Breyer also ruled that “the 
court is not deciding whether a 
seriously ill person who possesses 
marijuana for personal use upon 
a physician’s recommendation is 
in violation of federal law. Rather, 
the sole issue here is whether de¬ 
fendants’ conduct, which may be 
lawful under state law, may never¬ 
theless violate federal law and can 
thus be enjoined” 

Attorneys J. Tony Serra and 
Brendan R. Cummings had ar¬ 
gued, on behalf of the Cannabis 
Cultivators Club (now renamed 
the Cannabis Healing Center, or 
CHC), that “federal intervention 
into California’s attempt to effec¬ 
tuate the ‘Compassionate Use Act’ 


is inappropriate. Californians 
should have the opportunity to 
make the [state] law compatible 
with federal law before that 
chance is taken away from them.” 

Nevertheless, Breyer concluded 
that the Supremacy Clause of the 
U.S. Constitution puts federal law 
ahead of state law, observing that 
“there is a strong likelihood that de¬ 
fendants’ conduct violates the [fed¬ 
eral] Controlled Substances Act.” 

“We plan to continue serving 
our sick and dying patients,” said 
Hazel Rodgers, 79-year-old director 
of the CHC. “It would be against 
moral law for us to do otherwise.” 

Rodgers indicated that her cen¬ 
ter would defy any injunction, opt¬ 
ing instead to be held in contempt 
of court. Such an act of civil dis¬ 
obedience, she noted, would enable 
patients and their lawyers to take 
the case to a federal jury trial. In 
such a proceeding, the defendants 
would be able to mount a medical 
necessity defense that could poten¬ 
tially change federal law. 

“On the surface this ruling 
looks like bad news, but it is real¬ 
ly good news,” commented ever- 
defiant Proposition 215 author 
Dennis Peron. “This will give us 
our day in court, and the whole 
world will be watching and wait¬ 
ing for us to make the case for 
compassion and against the 
hypocrisy that is the status quo.” 

Just two days after Breyer’s rul¬ 
ing, at about 8 a.m. on Friday, May 
15, some 20 DEA agents surprised 
four patients at the Lake County 
Cannabis Healing Center, a branch 
of the San Francisco CHC. The 
agents kept the four handcuffed 
for at least an hour, confiscated a 
computer, and ripped out most of 
approximately 500 pot plants that 
volunteers had planted in several 
carefully cultivated plots. 

Apart from marijuana, the 


DEA agents found no other drugs 
or even alcohol at the farm, which 
includes a cabin perched on a 
plateau at 1,800 feet. The retreat, 
operated entirely by some 120 pa¬ 
tients from the CHC, is enhanced 
by a sun deck, toolshed, vegetable 
garden, citrus trees, a spring-fed 
lake, a pumphouse, wild blackber¬ 
ry bushes, bluejays, lizards, graz¬ 
ing cattle, horses, and Fred, the 
local basset hound. 

The DEA raid came one day 
before a scheduled “media open 
house” at which CHC patients 
were planning to take journalists 
on a tour of the property, proud¬ 
ly displaying the fruits (or buds) 
of their labor. 

“The agents admitted they 
were here to thwart our event,” 
said John Entwistle, legislative an¬ 
alyst for the CHC, who was among 
those handcuffed. Entwistle has 
been spearheading the cultivation 
at the Lake County retreat. 

Once the DEA agents left with 
their cache of uprooted pot 
plants, Entwistle and the other 
CHC patients immediately set 
about replanting the denuded 
plots, determined to keep their 
medicine growing. 

“We will not give up,” said 
Rodgers, who was in San Francis¬ 
co at the time of the Lake County 
raid. “No one has ever died from 
using marijuana, yet there are 
people who are so sick that they 
will die if they don’t use it. This is 
a human rights issue. They can 
pull up our plants all they want, 
but we will keep replanting.” T

A t most bars in the Bay Area, 
j: chances are you’ll find a 
round of pool providing 
ambiance while you sip your beer 
and check the scene. But some¬ 
times it’s not just a couple of guys 
or gals killing time. It’s a league 
competition. 

Billiards in the Bay Area con¬ 
tinues rolling along on 30 teams 
with 170 players in the San Fran¬ 
cisco league, each comprised of six 
players. The San Francisco league 
has two seasons. The next one 
starts in August and continues 
through Thanksgiving. Once that’s 
concluded, playoffs commence. 
Winners go on to a tournament 
that will include Long Beach, San 
Diego, and Los Angeles. 

Upcoming billiard events for 
the league include The West Coast 
Challenge, July 17-19, with leagues 
from San Diego, Los Angeles, and 
Long Beach competing here in San 
Francisco against local leagues. 
Teams to watch include the South 
Beach Babes, the Transfer Fireballs, 


the TGE Vaudevillians, the Lone 
Star Wolf Pack and Chalkers. 

In an effort to make the tour¬ 
nament fun for all, they’ll play a 
Scotch doubles tournament, 
which combines high and low 
winning players in doubles games. 

Not behind the 9-ball 

With so many folks play¬ 
ing the game in the Bay 
Area, you’d figure we’re a 
shoo-in for some gold in 
Amsterdam. Not exactly. 

According to Gay Games 
info, up to 160 participants 
can take part in the Gay 
Games Billiards tourna¬ 
ment for most of the 
week of the Games. 

Over 100 people have 
registered for partici¬ 
pation. Events include 
Bavaria pool and snooker on the 
Van Ostadestraat. With 26 tables, 
international rules will apply. 

All participants play two 
games, one 8-ball and one 9-ball. 
Player who wins both games goes 
through the next round. If there is 
a draw, a barrage straight-pool 


will be played up to 60 points. 
Each participant plays at least two 
matches. Losers go to loser’s 
round for double elimination. 

Jim Maxwell is one of several 
Bay Area pool players who won’t be 
going to Gay Games. Many are not 
interested in playing the way the 
Dutch have set up the tournaments. 
Others simply can’t afford to go. 

“The way it’s set¬ 
up, there’s isn’t much 
interest in our league 
in going,” he said. “We play 
a standard 8-ball game.” 

“Most people [in Bay 
Area leagues] haven’t played 
9-ball,” said Maxwell. 
“People prefer to stay 
in one area.” Despite 
this, Maxwell had 
planned on going, but 
changed his mind. “A 
great deal of people were con¬ 
fused and prefer a simple 8-ball 
game,” he said. 

Not that 9-ball is unusual, he 
acknowledged: “I think 9-ball is 
more popular internationally.” 
With 9-ball, you have to sequen¬ 
tially knock balls into the pockets, 


avoid the eight, saving it for last. 
If you foul and hit the cue ball, the 
opponent gets the point. It’s a se¬ 
quential game, unlike 8-ball, 
which divides the sought balls be¬ 
tween stripes and solids. Maxwell 
says 9-ball has a higher strategic 
element, but it is simply not usual 
for local players. 

Randy Vandervort, President 
of the San Francisco Pool Associ¬ 
ation, cited several reasons players 
might not be heading to Amster¬ 
dam. “The cost, and it’s a time of 
year when people can’t get off 
from work. I don’t think a lot of 
people like the format. It’s only for 
two days. We do a big tournament 
and that takes three days.” 

But the main reason seems to 
be about that darn 9-ball. A lot of 
people in our league are not fond 
of 9-ball. Also, playing straight 
pool is not their forte either. 

Well, it is a lesbian and gay 
league. ▼

with applause from the specta¬ 
tors. Because the jury couldn’t 
reach a verdict, another trial was 
scheduled. 

Wilde’s friends, including 
Irish poet William Butler Yeats, 
hired a yacht to transport him 
across the English Channel to 
safety in France, but Wilde stub¬ 
bornly refused to go. On May 25, 
1895, he was found guilty and re¬ 
ceived the maximum sentence of 
two years at hard labor. His wife 
promptly left the country, chang¬ 
ing her last name and that of 
their sons to “Holland.” (His 
grandson plans to restore the 
family name on the centennial of 
Wilde’s death.) 

In prison, Wilde was at first 
cruelly denied paper and pen. 
When he was finally permitted to 
write, he composed a passionate 
letter to Bosie, later published as 
De Profundis, in which he blamed 
himself for what was in fact a so¬ 
cial injustice. “Desire, at the end,

He explained that some people 
are fearful or have guilt feelings 
tied to serostatus. For example, if 
the batterer is HIV-positive, the 
victim might not want to leave be¬ 
cause of guilt for the other person. 
If the victim is HIV-positive, he 
may not want to leave out of fear 
of being single. 

Sheehy praised Hallinan and 
his staff, particularly Susan Breall, 
managing attorney for the do¬ 
mestic violence unit, for working 
on issues that directly affect the 
queer community. “They really 
are committed, more so probably 
than any other district attorney 
and assistant district attorney in 
the country, to having the crimi¬ 
nal justice system support the 
queer community in dealing with 
this issue,” said Sheehy. 

When Hallinan established the 
Family Violence Project and added 
a full-time victims’ advocate for 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender people in late 1996, it put 
San Francisco in the forefront as 
the first city to have such a pro¬ 
gram in the country. Crystal We¬ 
ston, an African-American les¬ 
bian, was the first advocate and 
she has since left the district attor¬ 
ney’s office and is now client ser¬ 
vices director of an East Bay AIDS 
organization.

was a malady, or a madness, or 
both,” he wrote. “I allowed plea¬ 
sure to dominate me. I ended in 
horrible disgrace.” 

After his release in 1897, Wilde 
went abroad. Drained and bank¬ 
rupt, he spent three years genteel¬ 
ly begging from friends until his 
death in Paris in 1900. Wilde’s 
much-publicized ordeal sent 
many British homosexuals into 
the closet; even Bosie married. 
But the injustice Wilde suffered 
also had some positive conse¬ 
quences for awareness of lesbians 
and gay men. For the first time, 
millions of people recognized a 
famous person as gay, thus foster¬ 
ing the development of a gay con¬ 
sciousness and identity that 
helped lead to the modern gay 
movement. T

New books chart territory of transqenderism

W hat defines gender? As recently as a decade ago, gender was limited to male and 
female, distinctions predicated on physiology: breasts and vaginas, female; flat 
chests and penises, male. Historically, some have always walked the fine line of 
gender, incorporating elements of both sexes into their lives. But those few have 
often been hidden from history. As we approach the millennium, the crossing 
and blurring of gender lines has become a virtual commonplace, particularly in large, queer- 
friendly urban areas. And gender has become infused with politics as people square off on 
questions of definition. 

Recent books address not merely this issue of definition, but by virtue of their subject 
matter, raise another question: Who defines male, female, or none of the above? Stanford 
scholar Diane Wood Middlebrook delves into the intriguing life of jazz musician Billy Tip- 
ton in the biography Suits Me: The Double Life of Billy Tipton (Houghton Mifflin; 352 
pages with photographs; $25); Caro Clarke addresses “passing” in The Wolf Ticket (Fire¬ 
brand Books; 216pp; $12.95), a novel set in the last days of World War II; and Riki Anne 
Wilchins, executive director of GenderPAC and co-founder of Transexual Menace, dis¬ 
cusses postmodernist trans-politics in the Lammy-nominated Read My Lips: Sexual Sub¬ 
version and the End of Gender (Firebrand Books; 235pp; $16.95). Each book articulates 
a different aspect of the gender argument.

I t has been three years since Greg Louganis’ autobiography Breaking the Surfacehit bookstores 
with a splash. The promotional tour that accompanied the release of the book put the Olympic 
champion on full public view in a manner very different from that of his best-in-the-world 
performances on the diving platform in Los Angeles 1984 and in Seoul 1988. Hot on the 
heels of the book came appearances on Oprah and a Barbara Walters special, in which Louga¬ 
nis revealed that not only was he a gay man with HIV, but he was also a survivor of spousal abuse 
and struggles with addictive substances. 

When I spoke with him by phone recently, the notoriously shy Louganis took a while to warm 
to the subject of his new video Looking to the Light. But by now, he has been on the road pro¬ 
moting it for some time and is starting to wind down, ending with Gay Pride Week, and then 
moving on toward his next projects. Because of a perceived confusion between Breaking the 
Surface and the current video, whose packaging closely resembles the cover of the autobiogra¬ 
phy, Louganis and his publicists felt the need to clarify the difference with a series of personal 
appearances. The video is definitely not the book. Rather than taking on the massive project 
of another book to fill in the gaps, he told me, he decided to go for a video format as a sort of 
“sequel,” in order to tell the story of the past several years of his life since the book came out. 

The video, in fact, begins with a queue of fans, most of them gay men, waiting to meet their 
hero at a book-signing. Louganis, in his public persona, proves to be unfailingly cheerful and 
positive, flashing his photogenic smile at every opportunity. We observe him in the video ad¬ 
dressing school and community groups on matters of homophobia and HIV, working out, 
training his Great Danes, riding in the 1997 California AIDS Ride bicycle marathon from 
San Francisco to Los Angeles, and participating in the filming of the TV-movie based on his 
autobiography. He also allows himself to be taped in extremely vulnerable circumstances, 
grappling with the after-effects of falling off the wagon, and injecting himself with one of

Tepid affair 

1 The Guardsman' at ACT

' j ould that The Guardsman 
■ could be as light and airy 
as the set that houses it at 
the American Conservatory The¬ 
ater. J.B. Wilson’s design for Fer¬ 
enc Molnar’s 1910 comedy sug¬ 
gests the loose lines that post¬ 
modern illustrators were using in 
the ’50s. But an often stolid (and 
long) production lacks the flair of 
its delightful surroundings. 

The Guardsman was an early 
international success for the Hun¬ 
garian playwright, who would 
achieve his greatest acclaim six 
years later for The Play's the Thing. 
Ironically, Molnar said he was dis¬ 
comfited by the laughter The 
Guardsman generated. Inspired 
by Molnar’s own romantic tra¬ 
vails, the play was written to 
“work off the most searing pain of 
my young life,” he later revealed in

Sibling 

reverie

'laywright Paula Vogel just 
received the Pulitzer Prize 
H for How I Learned to Drive, 
her provocative exploration of 
budding sexuality and incest. A 
few years ago, she applied a simi¬ 
lar stylistic technique to the AIDS 
crisis in her Obie-winning The 
Baltimore Waltz, now revived by 
the Unconditional Theatre. 

Dedicated to her late brother 
Carl, The Baltimore Waltz is an ex¬ 
cellent and moving expression of 
the regret that Vogel felt at her 
failure to take care of her ailing 
brother. In the play, Anna obsess¬ 
es with her own problems and in¬ 
securities, which Vogel designs 
very cleverly to be petty and 
ridiculous in relationship to her 
brother’s, while her brother suf¬ 
fers alone. The concern Anna feels 
for Carl never grows beyond a 
vague recognition that there is 
something wrong. 

Right from the beginning, 
Vogel reverses the focus from 
brother to sister. Anna, a first 
grade teacher, is diagnosed with 
ATD (Acquired Toilet Disease), 
which she most likely acquired by 
sharing a toilet with her students. 
With mortality staring her in the 
face, Anna and Carl take their 
long anticipated trip to Europe. 
There, in a twist of comic ingenu- 
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his autobiography. Perhaps he 
would find comfort at ACT, where 
the laughter was polite but muted 
at a recent performance. 

Unlike The Play's the Thing, 
The Guardsman is rarely pro¬ 
duced, and it can be difficult to 
apportion responsibility for the 
tepid affair rendered at ACT. 

The play may be the thing; the 
tale of a hammy matinee idol who 
disguises himself as a fetching sol¬ 
dier to test his new wife’s fidelity 
seems to want to be intermittent¬ 
ly funny, but without much of in¬ 
terest going on when it’s not. Or 
maybe it’s Frank Marcus’ transla¬ 
tion, prepared for London’s Na¬ 
tional Theatre in 1977. It does 
prattle on, though a recent Boston 
production using the same trans¬ 
lation managed to have it all said 
and done 40 minutes sooner. An 
editor’s pencil or a faster-paced 
production? Well, director Albert 
Takazauckas’ staging does take a 
leisurely approach that only occa¬ 
sionally sparks the material. 

Stylish cartoon 

Setting the play in a kind of 
make-believe ’50s world is one of 
the production’s defter touches. 
We can more easily forgive the ar¬ 
tifice of the situation on this styl¬ 
ish cartoon of a set, and we can 
also enjoy the parade of gowns 
created by Anna Oliver that would 
make a Hyannisport hostess 
proud. They are stylishly worn by 
the svelte Lynnda Ferguson as the 
coquettish wife who may or may 
not be ready for an affair. 

Perhaps the most intriguing 
aspect of the play is the uncer¬ 
tainty about just when the wife 
catches on that the enamored 
guardsman is actually her hus¬ 
band in disguise. This ambiguity 
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James Carpenter in Ferenc 
Molnar's The Guardsman. 

characterizes the middle act, in 
which the wife and the faux 
guardsman rendezvous at the 
opera. It’s the most interesting of 
the three acts, which begin and 
end rather tediously in the cou¬ 
ple’s drawing room. 

As the couple, Ferguson and 
James Carpenter have the chal¬ 
lenge of playing celebrities, with¬ 
out arriving with that aura. (The 
challenge was presumably less for 
Alfred Lunt and Lynn Fontanne, 
who played the sparring actor and 
actress on Broadway in 1924.) 
Ferguson perhaps pulls it off bet¬ 
ter than Carpenter, though his 
guardsman is a sufficiently dis¬ 
tinct alter ego to make the ruse at 
least briefly plausible. In the Col. 
Pickering role of the old coot who 
sits around other people’s homes, 
Tom Blair offers a dry-toast per¬ 
formance, but Joy Carlin has 
some quirky fun as the maid who 
doubles as the actress’ stand-in 
mother. 

The first English version of 
The Guardsman was tided Playing 
With Fire. Unfortunately, at ACT, 
it only smolders.

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ity, Anna proceeds to “fuck her 
brains out” with every French 
waiter, German activist, and vir¬ 
gin bellboy that she meets. 

Meanwhile, Carl spends his 
time exploring the European 
cities and museums, sharing se¬ 
cret signals with other men on the 
street. Even though he implores 
his sister to spend more time with 
him, she is far too busy wallowing 
in her own more urgent needs. 

Director John Warren’s earnest 
approach is absent of the desper¬ 
ation that infuses Vogel’s every 
scene. He tries to include the au¬ 
dience in the play by staging it all 
around them. Where Vogel set her 
play in a hospital waiting room, 
making the tale itself a flight of 
Anna’s fancy, this production in¬ 
vades the lounge of the Hotel 
. Monaco. In the Baltimore hospi¬ 
tal which Vogel envisioned, the 
dire and sterile circumstance of 


the situation would always be ev¬ 
ident, even as the imaginative ac¬ 
tion transported character and 
audience into Europe. In the lush, 
dimly lit lounge of the hotel with 
its soft furniture and glowing fire 
log, the play’s starkness and anxi¬ 
ety are diffused, and there is little 
room for the fantasy to take hold. 

The production isn’t helped 
much by Wendy Wilcox’s meek 
and whiny portrayal of Anna. 
First of all, she is thoroughly un¬ 
like any first-grade teacher in the 
real world. Although it takes ener¬ 
gy and imagination to control a 
room of 6-year-olds, Wilcox’s 
characterization lacks both. Paul 
Lancour as Carl and Andrew 
Hurteau in all of the other roles 
make an effort, but with so much 
against them, they cannot hope to 
bring this bland production to 
life. T

' Repulsion' at the Castro 

Manicurist amok

P erhaps because movies, re¬ 
gardless of their setting or 
subject, are always unmis¬ 
takably tied to their time, revisit¬ 
ing cinema classics has its perils. 
There’s always the chance that 
Fellini’s once-enchanting nether- 
worlds will look foolish in 1998, 
or that the three-hours-plus Seven 
Samurai will send bored audi¬ 
ences flying out the door, or that 
the famous “dance of death” in 
Bergman’s Seventh Seal will recall 
a Wednesday night line-dance at 
the Rawhide. 

Fortunately, such fears are un¬ 
founded in the case of Polanski’s 
timeless study of modern mad¬ 
ness and sexual repression Repul¬ 
sion (1965). This film still packs a 
wallop as an unsurpassed look 
into the disintegrating mind of a 
Belgian manicurist. 

American distributors unused 
to seeing a beautiful French 
woman going dramatically insane 
and slashing up every man in 
sight had some difficulty in mar¬ 
keting the film, as the tagline on 
the original poster shows: “The 
nightmare world of a virgin’s 
dreams becomes the screen’s 
shocking reality!” But Repulsion, 
in spite of its violence, has little to 
do with the early slasher films its 
marketers tried to group it with. 

Polanski set the film in swing¬ 
ing ’60s London, but radically un¬ 
dermines the cliche of a liberated 
culture of loose-living Euro-hedo- 
nists. The gorgeous leading woman 
is a virgin. There are no parties 
here. The streets have a sterile air, 
as if the world had simply died 
without anyone noticing. Dates be¬ 
come unmanageable events and in 
some cases lethal, and men and 
women seem to live in opposing 
worlds that never meet. At the cen¬ 
ter of the frustrations is the gor¬ 
geous, glassy-eyed Carol Ledoux 
(Catherine Deneuve), an emigre 
living with her sister Helen 
(Yvonne Furneaux) in an alienat¬ 
ing English culture. Helen manages

to get along, but Carol is slowly un¬ 
raveling before our eyes. When 
Plelen decides to go on a vacation 
with her boyfriend, Carol’s last 
connection to reality vanishes, and 
the distorted mental landscapes 
that terrorize her and result in the 
deaths of several people rise up to 
replace the ratty apartment where 
she lives. 

Milked to the max 

Carol works at a beauty salon, 
where she tends to the manicur¬ 
ing needs of vain old women des¬ 
perate to maintain the fiction of 
youth and vitality. Polanski milks 
this environment and what it 
means to Carol to the max. As in 
her real life, her duty here is to 
present an acceptable, dolled-up 
surface to cover the crumbling re¬ 
ality beneath. Of course, her abil¬ 
ity to control the forces within her 
becomes increasingly tenuous, 
and in a brilliantly weird se¬ 
quence, she stabs the finger of one 
of her aged clients. 

Carol is pursued relentlessly by 
a suitor (Ian Hendry). He’s as 
clueless in his own way as Carol; 
though it would be obvious to 
most observers that she’s quite 
mad, he’s so blinded by her beau¬ 
ty — and his lust — that he disre¬ 
gards every sign of her indiffer¬ 
ence and chalks up her blank 
stares and reveries to a plaintive, 
“Was it something I’ve done?” 
Carol’s visual perfection is so 
powerful it affects most of those 
around her in the same way: they 
think she’s too beautiful to be in¬ 
sane. Throughout, Deneuve car¬ 
ries herself like a kind of Stepford 


wife, but with a desperately puri¬ 
tanical, murderous edge. 

One element that links the film 
to its time is Polanski’s rendering 
of the horrors of sexual repres¬ 
sion. Carol’s inability to respond 
to men — after a forced kiss by a 
would-be boyfriend, she rushes 
home to frantically scrub out her 
mouth — is clearly linked to her 
mental collapse and homicidal 
rages. She also has luridly visual¬ 
ized rape fantasies and delusions 
that have been justly celebrated, 
particularly the scene where she 
walks down a dark hallway being 
groped by hands that mysterious¬ 
ly break through the walls. 

Part of the cool energy of the 
film may be attributable to Polan¬ 
ski’s simpatico with his character. 
Both are in a sense outsiders — 
this was the director’s first com¬ 
mercial break into the American 
market, after early successes in 
Europe with art films like Knife in 
the Water. Polanski himself ap¬ 
pears, uncredited, as part of a trio 
of street musicians playing folk 
tunes redolent of Eastern Europe, 
a reminder of Carol’s past that is 
as distant as the family we see in a 
photograph at the end of the film. 

For those readers who aren’t 
convinced they need to experi¬ 
ence this classic again, the cult of 
Catherine Deneuve, lesbian and 
otherwise, can appreciate their 
icon anew in the glowing textures 
of a sparkling new print. ▼

p f there is one overriding mo- 
,, ment that sticks in the memo- 
11 ry from last Saturday nights 
“Hooray for Cabaret!” perfor¬ 
mance at Herbst Theatre, it is not 
because there were few genuine 
high points to the evening. Far 
from it. The three-and-a-half 
hour concert of American popu¬ 
lar songs was an almost constant 
delight, moving inexorably from 
strength to strength, once past a 
weak opening act. 

But despite the excellence of 
the rest of the evening, it was 
Morgan Evans’ haunting rendi¬ 
tion of “Stardust” that continues 
to resound. Evans has a lyric tenor 
voice that is sweet and pure with¬ 
out being at all sappy. As he sang 
Hoagy Carmichael’s almost too- 
familiar classic, he made it totally 
new, not by pulling the rhythms 
about or by trying to impose 
some personal stamp on it, but by 
trusting the words and the music 
to weave their own magical spell. 
And they did. It was a perfor¬ 
mance that seemed to make time 
itself stand still, and I suspect 
somewhere in the back nether-re¬ 
gions of my mind, the sound of 
Evans singing “Stardust” will 
probably echo forever. 

His performance seemed all- 
the-more powerful because his 
partner, Kevin Cole, had just 
brought down the house with 
some truly stupendous piano¬ 
playing, in a medley of more than 
half-a-dozen George Gershwin 
tunes. It was not typical cabaret 
pianism (as enjoyable as that can 
be), but artistry one is more like¬ 
ly to find at the service of Gersh¬ 
win’s “Concerto in F” or “Rhap¬ 
sody in Blue.” But by that point in 
the evening, it should have been 
no surprise that Cole and Evans 
were masters at changing the 
emotional temperature of an au¬ 
dience in mere seconds. In addi¬ 
tion to their solo work, this Chica¬ 
go-based team manages to in¬ 
clude Evans playing his ukulele 
and harmonica, as well as the two 
men playing off each other, both 
instrumentally and vocally, in 
duets. This was their local debut, 
but if the gods above were listen¬ 
ing on Saturday night, Cole and 
Evans will become regular mem¬ 
bers of San Francisco’s nightlife. 

Quip artist 

Before intermission, Eric Com¬ 
stock gave ample proof of why he 
is one of New York City’s fastest- 
rising young singer-pianists. In 
addition to his abundant musical 
gifts, Comstock seems to have an 
encyclopedic knowledge of musi¬ 
cal lore and the ability to know ex¬ 
actly how to phrase a quip (“One 
of the reasons I love Lorenz Hart 
is he’s the only artist who made 
self-pity attractive.”) This thor¬ 
ough knowledge of popular music 
and its performing traditions was 
what allowed Comstock to carry 
off so successfully his own updat¬ 
ing of Noel Coward’s rewriting of 
Cole Porter’s “Let’s Do It, Let’s Fall 
In Love.” In lesser hands, mixing 
some of Porter’s original 1928 
lyrics with some of Coward’s ad¬ 
ditional lyrics from the 1950s 
(“Nice young men who sell an¬ 
tiques do it”) with contemporary 
references would have been mere¬ 
ly a gimmick. But Comstock’s ad- 
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ditions of President Clinton, Paula 
Jones, Dennis Rodman, Newt 
Gingrich (“did it once — it took a 
long time”), Tipper Gore (“does it, 
when she finds signs of life”) and 
even Jerry Brown (“in Oakland- 
ese does it”) were all firmly within 
the style of Cole Porter’s own top¬ 
ical lyrics, and hysterically funny. 

Also thoroughly delightful was 
Comstock’s “I’m a Song from an 
Andrew Lloyd Weber Show,” 
which effectively skewered the 
shallowness of Weber’s work, a bit 
of superb satire some of the Herb¬ 
st audience did not seem to care 
for. At the other end of the emo¬ 
tional spectrum was Comstock’s 
touching rendition of Dorothy 
Fields-Jerome Kern’s “Never 
Gonna Dance” from the Fred As¬ 
taire-Ginger Rogers film Swing 
Time. If Comstock can shed a bit 
of his constant bubbliness (a la

Bobby Short), and settle down to 
the true intimacy of the heart of a 
ballad, he could become a truly 
great artist. 

It’s hard to top Noel Coward’s 
own performance of one of his 
songs, but Marilynn Lovell-Matz,

midlife. The following story from 
India is a good example. 

Once upon a time there lived a 
great and noble King. One day, a 
holy monk approached him, silent¬ 
ly gave the monarch a beautiful 
fruit, and departed. Without fur¬ 
ther thought, the King threw the 
gift into the treasury room. The 
same thing happened the next day 
and for some time, until one morn¬ 
ing after the monk departed, a 
monkey grabbed the fruit, bit into 
it, and spat out the pit. The King 
was astonished. The seed was actu¬ 
ally a large diamond! He rushed to 
where he had thrown the 
other fruit, and found price- \ I / 
less jewels, glittering among 
rotten fruit. 

The protagonist is a 
King, with no mention of 
family or spouse. He sym¬ 
bolizes a situation com¬ 
mon with gay men at midlife: 
success in 
material 
matters, but 
perhaps not 
in love. The King discovers that he 
has been given priceless jewels 
without his knowledge for many 
years. In real life, middle age is a 
time when new or forgotten tal¬ 
ents emerge. Not noticing these 
jewels, or refusing to use them 
leads to an unfortunate outcome 
— becoming a rigid old man. 


fault, it was simply an unfortunate 
accident.” The ghoul laughed, and 
in the next moment, the corpse flew 
off the King’s back and returned to 
the gallows tree. The monarch re¬ 
trieved the corpse and threw it on 
his back again. 

This riddle dramatizes a 
painful truth of midlife: bad 
things often happen with no one 
to blame, because no one could 
prevent the misfortune. This trag¬ 
ic insight replaces the heroic faith 
of youth, the belief that any situa¬ 
tion can be mastered. 

For hours, the King walked 
back and forth in the cemetery, 
eving the corpse, answering 
the ghoul’s riddles, losing the 
body, and returning to the 
gallows tree. 

Like Sisyphus’, the 
King’s task seems futile and 
meaningless — something 
that many 
careers and 
relationships 
become at 
midlife, deadening routine. And 
by midlife, most gay men carry 
some kind of corpse —- friends 
who died of AIDS, love relation¬ 
ships that collapsed, or youthful 
dreams that never came true. The 
story shows us how to make it 
through this ordeal — by plod¬ 
ding back and forth. 


When the holy man appeared 
next, the King thanked him for his 
gifts and promised to help him in 
any way he could. So the monk 
asked him to come at midnight to 
the cemetery to participate in a sa¬ 
cred ritual. 

That night the King met the 
hermit in the middle of the crema¬ 
tion grounds. The holy man asked 
the monarch to fetch the corpse of a 
hanged man, still dangling from 
the gallows tree on the far side of 
the cemetery. 

The King’s task dramatizes an 
inevitable event at midlife: con¬ 
fronting the shadow side of life. In 
this time of AIDS, many gay men 
have walked this somber path far 
too soon. From this painful expe¬ 
rience, however, unexpected 
transformation can emerge. 

The King cut the corpse down 
from the tree, hoisted it on his 
shoulder and started back to the 
holy man. Suddenly the corpse 
spoke in a deep voice, and the 
monarch realized the corpse was 
inhabited by a ghoul. 

“The way is long,” the ghoul said, 
“so I will entertain you with riddles. 
If you tell me the right answer, I will 
take this corpse back to the tree. If 
you know the answer, but say noth- 
ing, your head will explode.” 

The ghoul began a story about a 
man who lost his lover of many 
years, and who then left his home 
out of grief to wander the world. 
One day the wife of a nobleman 
took pity on him and gave him a 
bowl of rice. 

The poor man went to a river to 
wash up and put the bowl on the 
ground. A snake smelled the rice, 
ate some of it, and accidentally 
dripped venom on the food. After 
eating the rice, the man became vi¬ 
olently ill, and blamed the lady for 
trying to poison him, saying the no¬ 
bleman, as head of the house, was 
also responsible. “Who is to 
blame?” the ghoul asked the King. 
The King pondered a long while, 
and then declared, “No one is at 


After hours of torment, the ghoul 
posed a riddle that stumped the 
King. He struggled with the prob¬ 
lem for a long time, but could riot 
come up with any answer. So he re¬ 
mained silent. Finally the ghoul ex¬ 
claimed, “I congratulate you, great 
King, for your courage and perse¬ 
verance in your gruesome task. So I 
will tell you a secret. The ‘holy man’ 
you are helping is actually a necro¬ 
mancer who plans to kill you and 
use your body in a magic ritual to 
gain control over the living and the 
dead. But if you follow my advice, 
you can defeat the villain.” 

Despite his efforts, the King’s 
grim plight changes only when he 
accepts defeat. The same applies 
to real life: perseverance, courage 
and problem-solving, virtues of 
young men, do not always work at 
midlife. In telling the King how to 
defeat the necromancer, the ghoul 
reveals his true colors: he is actu¬ 
ally the King’s ally. The ghoul is a 
Trickster figure, and he embodies 
a vital task for men at midlife — 
switching from the hero arche¬ 
type, with its ideals of strength, 
aggression and power, to that of 
the Trickster, who personifies cre¬ 
ativity, dialogue and exploration. 
In a way, this is coming home for 
gay men, since many tribal cul¬ 
tures put gay men in the role of 
shaman, a version of the Trickster. 
And the Trickster’s qualities — ir¬ 
reverent, hilarious, and constant¬ 
ly poking fun at traditional soci¬ 
ety, are vibrant aspects of the gay 
community. T

ous, because I was getting more 
adventurous at the time I was 
writing More Tales of the City.

They bring interesting nu¬ 
ances to the characters that they 


cause I’m much closer to her age 
[now] than I was when I first 
wrote the series, and I felt like I 
could bring a little bit of my hard- 
earned middle-aged wisdom to 
that character. 

Did the physical appearance of 
the characters in both produc¬ 
tions, Tales and More Tales of the 
City, live up to your vision of 
them? 

In some instances, they are signif¬ 
icantly different. Dr. Jon Fielding, 
for instance, is a blonde in the 
book version of Tales of the City, 
and [actor] Billy Campbell is not.

with kudos for The Larry Sanders 
Show, which is finally ending its 6- 
year run on HBO, and he replies, 
“The show got raves. I didn’t get 
raves. Well, I was part of a great 
show, but... Actually, I did get one 
rave. The Time magazine thing 
was pretty cool, but it’s weird for 
me. I loved doing it, but some¬ 
times I was frustrated with how 
little I did. But I realized it was not 
about me but about the three 
main characters, that Shake¬ 
spearean kind of triangle.” 

However, before Sanders, 
Thompson wasn’t being offered 
any roles, either gay or straight, 
for major movies or TV other 
than in the Kids in the Hall flop 
Brain Candy. He’s since made 
Nicky Blue Eyes with Hugh Grant, 
in which he plays a hapless 
straight FBI agent, but that’s it. 

“I’m working on stand-up be¬ 
cause I need to make a living and 
I need to perform. I need to do it.” 
His try-out of new material at Just 
for Laughs garnered standing 
ovations. 

Just catching 

“But you know what’s fascinat¬ 
ing right now is that straight peo¬ 
ple, straight comics are more in¬ 
terested in homosexuality than I 
am. They’re just catching it. 
They’re allowing themselves to 
discuss it and think about it and 
not be so frightened with it. I’m 
bored with homosexuality. Not 
that it’s like Ping-Pong. You don’t 
pick it up and put it down, but I 
feel like I’ve really worked out 
comedically a lot of those issues in 
my head and with my work. 

“That’s why I felt like I was in a 
time machine when the whole 
Ellen brouhaha occurred. I 
thought, what’s all this hoopla for 
a woman who was obviously gay? 

I mean it was great, but I think it 
was more a function of when 
publicists say it’s okay. The reason 
that The Kids in the Hall never got 
that kind of attention for our sex¬ 
ual politics is because we didn’t 
have a machine behind us. There 
was nobody calling up people and 
saying, ‘Did you see what they did 
last night on TV?’ We never had 
any of that. 

“It’s probably because we were 
Canadian. Canadians don’t do 
that kind of stuff. So as a result it’s 
as if The Kids in the Hall never re¬ 
ally happened. It’s also because 
journalists have become, no of¬ 
fense, very lazy, and they depend 
on being fed their stories more. 
They don’t go looking for them. I 
thought some journalist would 
see us on television and go, ‘Wow!

Birdland 

Phoning from a very loud Los 
Angeles aviary a few days ago to 
update our previous chat at the 
Montreal Just for Laughs Festival, 
he tweeted along with his feath¬ 
ered friends. “I like birds, and al¬ 
ways wanted to have a parrot. 
Anyway, I am thriving. Absolutely 
thriving. You know, the soil here 
isn’t the most fertile, but I feel 
very positive right now. I’m so 
proud of this book [which he co¬ 
wrote with Paul Bellini]. I can’t 
imagine that people aren’t going 
to love it. I just can’t. 

“Part of it is autobiographical. 
I was never raised on a pig farm, 
but I come from a long line of 
farmers. Obviously the size of the 
family is totally exaggerated, but I 
did grow up in a small house with 
a lot of people and never had my 
own room, and I do come from 
the north. 

“I think people in Canada will 
especially be thrilled with it be¬ 
cause Buddy is setting himself up 
as the Oscar Wilde of the New 
Millennium, and to think he 
comes from Northern Quebec is 
quite thrilling.” 

As for your literary inspira¬ 
tions? Evelyn Waugh? 

“Oh, man, you’re saying all the 
right words. Yes, Waugh’s a big in¬ 
spiration for me. The Loved One is 
one of my all-time favorite books. 
Other inspirations are satirists like 
that. I hate to seem pretentious, 
but Jonathan Swift, Confederacy of 
Dunces, Terry Southern’s Candy, 
and Candide itself.” 


Mad burlesque 

Cole is, in fact, a sort of a Can¬ 
dide in reverse. Instead of believ¬ 
ing he’s living in the best of all 
possible worlds, he’s sure he’s the 
best of all possible persons and 
the world is crap. This is a sensa¬ 
tion you occasionally get from 
Thompson himself when he 
opens up on the gay community, 
which he burlesques madly here. 

“I do anticipate some anger 
over the book,” Thompson ad¬ 
mits. “It’s been my experience 
with my career. Quite often the 
anger comes from gay people. Yes, 
I anticipate it because I think 
Buddy Babylon is pretty unrelent¬ 
ing. Buddy has no sense of cort- 
trol, absolutely not, and every 
possible group is pretty much of¬ 
fended here.” But not as offended 
as Thompson when you bring up 
his recent employment opportu¬ 
nities.

L ife wiped its ass on my flan¬ 
nel nighty. But I took off 
that shitty garment and 
burned it, and all my illusions 
along with it,” Buddy Cole admits 
in his brand-new, tell-all autobi¬ 
ography. 

The Canadian celebrity also 
shares, “I always said lesbians 
should use more facial expres¬ 


sions.” Then there’s his heartfelt 
request: “Don’t hate me for being 
animated.” And, of course, his piv¬ 
otal “Life had gone from, ‘Is any¬ 
body gay?’ to, ‘Is everybody gay?’ 
to, ‘Is everybody positive?”’ 

Buddy Babylon (Dell Trade; 
$ 12.95) commences with his birth 
on a pig farm in frigid Northern 
Quebec. How cold was it? The 
rooster froze in the coop. Buddy’s 
ma, whose brood was nearing a 
dozen or so at the time, swore 


when she learned she was preg¬ 
nant: “I don’t care what it is. It can 
be a boy and a girl, for all I care.” 
Little did she know. 

Buddy, not long out of her 
uterus, enters the Prettiest Feet in 
All Quebec Pageant and wins. 
From that point on, there’s no 
stopping him. He invents words 
(“faggle” is a gaggle of fags), is 
turned into a zombie waiter for a 
year, acts with Cheryl Ladd, mod¬ 
els, hosts his own cable show, 
weds a lesbian TV star, and dis¬ 
covers washroom sex. And that’s 
not the half of it. 

For those in the know, Buddy 
Cole is an invention. He was just 
one of the numerous hilarious, 
in-your-face gay characters actor 
Scott Thompson created on The 
Kids in the Hall series that ran on 
HBO and CBS from July 1989 
until January 1995. The years 
,since have been a bit bitter for 
Thompson, but yes, he feels his 
life has finally turned around.

cally acclaimed bestseller. The 
choice of Billy Tipton, born 
Dorothy Lucille Tipton, who lived 
as a man from age 19, seems 
serendipitous. Middlebrook is a 
native of Spokane, where Tipton 
died in 1989, and was approached 
by Tipton’s ex-“wife” while on a 
visit there in 1991 and asked to 
write a biography. 

Unlike Sexton, Tipton is a 
minor talent. What makes 
her/him worthy of biography is 
largely voyeurism — a desire to 
know why a biological female 
would live as a man for over 50 
years. But while Middlebrook’s 
deep involvement with poetry 
and language made her a natural 
to explore the life of Sexton, this 
tale of a middling musician lead¬ 
ing a complicated yet very ordi¬ 
nary life in the nation’s heartland 
seems beyond her political scope. 

Suits Me asks: Did Tipton 
choose to pass as a man because 
sexism kept female musicians out 
of jazz, or because Tipton actual¬ 
ly felt like a man? Was Tipton a 
closeted lesbian or transgendered? 
With no diary and few letters or 
papers, no words of Tipton’s illu¬ 
minate these questions. Middle- 
brook’s incredibly thorough re¬ 
search, interviewing what seems 
like every person who ever 
crossed Tipton’s path, only fur¬ 
ther blurs elucidation, for some 
family and compatriots in the en¬ 
tertainment world knew Tipton 
was a biological woman living as 
a man, and others did not. 

Clarke’s novel deals with simi¬ 
lar issues to Suits Me, but with 
more cohesion. Clarke clarifies 
her passing character’s rationale; 
Middlebrook is never able to do 
so with authority. 

The Wolf Ticket is>a wartime 
romance, but with a decided edge 
and a defining gender-blurring 
subtext. The standard tale of star- 
crossed lovers who meet on a 
train in the midst of war has been 
reworked; one lover, Witold, is a 
Polish refugee passing as a man, 
the other, Pascale, a translator in 
the Women’s Army Corps. The 
tale is both a lesbian love story 
and an explication of the gender 
complexities. Witold is biological¬ 
ly female but lives as a man, as 
thoroughly as Billy Tipton did in 
real life. A lesbian who disdains 
men, Pascale is inexplicably 
drawn to this passing woman, 
risking first her job, then reputa¬ 
tion and even life to be with 
Witold. 

In Read My Lips, Wilchins, an 
in-your-face activist with a strong 
command of postmodernist jar¬ 
gon and queer polemic, refutes 
the basis for gender distinction 


Riki Anne Wilchins, co-founder of Transexual Menace 


outright, attempting to catapult 
gender discourse to a new level. 
Middlebrook hedges on the ques¬ 
tion of “what” Tipton was, and 
Clarke shrouds gender subtext in 
existential philosophy; Wilchins 
argues for gender fluidity — re¬ 
fusing to state what “sex” he/she 
is, only that such definitions are as 
meaningless as they are repres¬ 
sive/oppressive. 

Stagy manner 

Each book has as different a 
tone as polemic. Dialogue pre¬ 
dominates in Clarke’s novel, rem¬ 
iniscent of Sartre’s postwar fiction 
in the kind of stagy manner the 
characters talk philosophy to each 
other. At the heart of The Wolf 
Ticket are ideas about morality 
and humanity articulated by the 
protagonists as they cross a devas¬ 
tated Europe to find each other. 

Middlebrook uses the same 
smartly academic tone of previ¬ 
ous books and lays out her terri¬ 
tory well, situating Tipton in 
his/her milieu, be it the streets of 
Oklahoma where Tipton grew up, 
the jazz clubs of Joplin, Missouri 
where Tipton established a male 
persona, or Spokane, where Tip¬ 
ton’s life came to a tawdry end. 
These milieu get vivid treatment 
in Middlebrook’s scholarly hands, 
but Tipton’s life gets variant defi¬ 
nition from wives and sons who 
never knew “he” was a “she,” 
cousins who knew Tipton’s gen¬ 
der, and fellow musicians who did 
— and did not — know Billy’s big 
secret. Middlebrook skews things 
further, referring to Tipton as a 
closeted lesbian when Tipton ro¬ 
mances an older lesbian in Okla¬ 
homa, but shifting gears as Tipton 
continues to “marry” straight 
women and live a double life with 
them as a man. 

The raging didactic of 
Wilchins’ book suggests the 


“who” of gender definition be¬ 
comes far more vital to the dis¬ 
course than the “what.” Middle¬ 
brook is never really able to say 
“what” Tipton was — lesbian, 
passing woman, or transgendered 
man. In part this may be because 
of “who” Middlebrook is: straight 
woman. Wilchins argues defini¬ 
tions cannot be made from out¬ 
side but only internally: If I say I 
am a particular gender, then re¬ 
gardless of my physiology, that is 
who I am, like the young woman 
at Harvard who petitioned the 
college to change her status from 
female to male because she is no 
longer living as “Alice” but as 
“Alex,” though no surgery has 
been done, no hormones taken. 
Self-definition is the only non-op- 
pressive approach to gender, 
Wilchins argues.

The Short History of a Prince by 
Jane Hamilton; Random House,

I % traight women novelists 
writing gay fiction is not 
' W news. In impressive feats of 
literary imagination, women writ¬ 
ers from Patricia Nell Warren to 
Nadine Gordimer have created 
credible gay characters and placed 
them in situations that speak di¬ 
rectly and convincingly to gay 
readers. 

What makes Jane Hamilton’s 
The Short History of a Prince a 
standout in this fascinating subset 


of gay fiction is the depth at which 
she feels her gay protagonist’s ex¬ 
perience from his point of view. It 
feels like an inside job. 

Hamilton uses a double time 
frame to tell the story of her pro¬ 
tagonist, Walter McCloud. Famil¬ 
iar though he may seem, the thir¬ 
tysomething Walter of 1996 — a 
mostly sexless, largely defeated 
(“Walter had suffered humiliation 
in every stage of his life”) one¬ 
time dancer wannabe who leaves 
AIDS-ravaged New York to teach 
high school in the Wisconsin of 
his childhood — could hardly 
sustain interest for 350 pages. It’s 
Walter the traumatized teenage 
dance student of the early ’70s 
who gets a gay reader’s attention 


and, ultimately, compassion. 

To Hamilton’s credit, at no 
point is Walter an easy character 
to like. The aspiring danseur re¬ 
hearses like a man possessed (he 
is) and becomes something of a 
terpsichorean know-it-all — to 
compensate for what he knows at 
a deeper level: that he doesn’t have 
that indefinable thing called tal¬ 
ent. His best friend Mitch does! 
The physically prepossessing 
Mitch has something else Walter 
doesn’t have: the key to Walter’s 
adolescent heart. 

One can only wonder what 
draws a woman writing in a Wis¬ 
consin farmhouse to the subject, 
but Hamilton nails an archetypal 
syndrome legions of gay men will 
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recognize and, in her 
minutely observed writ¬ 
ing, relive. Boy (gay) 
loves boy (straight), 
pines without hope, and 
thinks obsessively about 
declaring his love. 
Straight boy initiates 
sexual contact, main¬ 
tains distance while sus¬ 
taining the contact, 
then bolts at the dual 
prospects of discovery 
by the “regular” world 
and, worse, gay boy’s 
declaration that the 
sexual relationship 
means something, if 
only to him.

Closer to the threshold 

Walter, Hamilton writes, “had 
lived with the condition for sev¬ 
eral years, nothing new about 
carrying Mitch just under the 
skin. But that night, hidden in the 
shrubs, it was as if Mitch had 
opened a door for Walter to step 
through. Each kiss had brought 
Walter closer to the threshold, 
until he believed he had safely 
crossed over into Mitch’s every 
moment and every thought. He 
hardly dared think it was possi¬ 
ble, and yet it had been Mitch, 
after all, who had moved to kiss 
Walter.” 

Over time, she continues, 
“Walter supposed that what they 
were doing could be called Mak¬ 
ing Love. They had their routine... 
Quickly, quickly, Walter did the 
job, and then Mitch would zip up 
and they’d sit, as if they were 
strangers in a bus terminal...” 
Things move indoors. 

In one of the novel’s most 
vividly realized incidents, the sex¬ 
ual nexus comes unraveled in the 
ballet studio dressing room in a 
moment of profound self-revela¬ 
tion for Walter. “Mitch stretched 
and yawned,” Hamilton writes 
austerely. “You really are an hon- 
est-to-God fag, you know that?” 
By the time Mitch escalates to a 
shout, “You’re always going to be a 
homo!,” an appropriately enraged 
Walter is already re-enacting the 
myth of the phoenix in purloined 
Swan Queen costume from Swan 
Lake. 

In addition to two time 
frames, Hamilton masterfully sus¬ 
tains two stories. The McCloud 
family saga plays out around the 


other beautiful boy in whose 
shadow Walter sulks: his brother 
Daniel, a competition swimmer 
who succumbs to cancer in his 
late teens. It’s a plot thread Hamil¬ 
ton seems to resist as strongly as 
Walter does — until it pulls both 
of them into the novel’s emotion¬ 
al climax. 

“Walter could not have ex¬ 
plained to [family members op¬ 
posed to his being brought to the 
death watch] that there was peace 
in the hospital room. It was a 
place where time seems to have 
stopped, where the four of them 
might stay indefinitely. It was 
probably like being stranded in an 
elevator, or sharing a cabin at 
camp, or going to the moon in the 
same spaceship. Walter believed 
that when they came home they’d 
feel as if they knew the same 
songs, they’d have bruises in the 
same places, the shared memory 
of the northern lights and the sun 
rising red on the last day.” 

That’s how I felt at the end of 
this, Hamilton’s fiercely original 
third novel, wrapped tightly in the 
experiences of her sharply drawn 
characters, inducted almost sacra¬ 
mentally into their world. The 
novel is not without its longueurs, 
and I can even imagine her hav¬ 
ing omitted whole characters. But 
her willingness to walk into and 
through situations better-known 
writers would have dodged more 
than compensates. The keen 
image of the middle-aged Walter 
still healing from the bleeding 
wounds of his first venture in toe 
shoes burns on like that warm, 
red dawn. ▼

his many HIV medications. 

If the video itself lacks finesse 
in its pacing, and will force all but 
the most die-hard fans to reach 
for the fast-forward button, the 
story that it tells is a valuable one. 
Anyone who has read his book 
knows how much pain Louganis 
has endured, and the video shows 
clearly what a positive turn he has 
taken away from his formerly 
troubled life. His main public 
image is now one of a young man 
who has taken charge of his life 
and has learned how to use his 
celebrity for good causes. Not 
only is he living proof that an 
HIV-infected body can be an in¬ 
credibly healthy one, but he is also 
serving as personal inspiration for 
legions of young people who are 
affected by homophobia. The 
punishing travel schedule created 
by his speaking appearances is de¬ 
picted in the video and continues 
even now. Lectures are currently 
scheduled for places as far afield 
as Miami, Kalamazoo, and Balti¬ 
more, and one of them will pre¬ 
clude his attending the Seattle 
premiere of his forthcoming fea¬ 
ture film Touch Me. 

His effect on his audiences can 
be profound, and some of the 
most moving scenes in the video 
take place when he is at the podi¬ 
um. There is an especially touch¬ 
ing moment in which a Florida 
athlete gets up to the microphone 
and says, “I know that you’ve dealt 
with this [being out], but how do 
you deal with hate?” Louganis told 
me, “I was ready to answer and 
then he said, ‘Especially in your 
own family.’ I was just devastated. I 
[went down from the microphone 
and] hugged him and told him 
that you have to know that you’re a 
good person and believe in that.” 

‘Drama-queen stuff’ 

Although he has conquered 
most of his demons, Louganis still 
occasionally falls back into self- 
image crises, calling them 
“drama-queen stuff,” such as his 
questioning whether or not he de¬ 


served to be involved in a mean¬ 
ingful relationship. He jokes that 
he is still with his current ro¬ 
mance, “because when I 
screamed, ‘Rescue me, rescue me,’ 
he didn’t.” 

While he still controls his HIV 
with bucketfuls of medication, his 
doctors have convinced him that 
his mental health could be main¬ 
tained by different measures. He 
didn’t need antidepressants, 
Louganis told me, but needed 
rather to learn coping skills. “As 
an elite athlete I missed out on the 
normal socialization that most 
young people have.” 

His beloved dogs are clearly 
important contributors toward 
his mental health. Although he re¬ 
cently lost his Great Dane Ryan 
Luke, he still has his half-brother 
Freeway, who is now a rapidly 
aging nine-year-old. Last fall, he 
added another dog, Nipper, a Jack 
Russell terrier, much to his own 
surprise (“I never in my life imag¬ 
ined myself with a little dog; I 
wasn’t a small dog person”), and 
he’s “been having such a blast. 
When she was little she threw 
tantrums in Puppy Pre-School. 
But she finally found out who’s 
the boss. She’s named for one of 
the RCA dogs, Nipper and Chip¬ 
per.” He is also the owner of a 
Bouvier, a French sheepdog, 
found recently through a handler 
who breeds them. 

What about diving, the sport 
that made him famous? “I haven’t 
been on the boards for over a year. 
The last time I was diving, it was 
for a kid who wanted to be 
coached by me for the Make-a- 
Wish Foundation. My coach is 
now technical director for U.S. 
diving. I haven’t felt very much in¬ 
cluded recently, but with my 
coach there I’ll be more involved.” 

Hats off to Greg Louganis, 
whose celebrity first baffled him, 
then threatened to overtake him, 
but has now become his magic 
wand. ▼

While we're on the subject of 
Mary Ann, in the alternate uni¬ 
verse of 28 Barbary Lane, how do 
you envision Mary Ann Singleton 
now?

What I’m most 
proud of about Tales of the City, in 
both of its editions, is the fact that 
we have full-fledged love scenes 
between people of the same sex. 
More Tales of the City begins mov¬ 
ing, as I did in the novel, into the 
realm of lesbian romance. We not 
only have a so-called “lesbian 
kiss,” I hate that term, we have a

quite unlike anything anyone’s 
ever seen on television, because 
one of the women is in the last 
throes of labor when it occurs.

There’s no other place in the Unit¬ 
ed States that I would choose to 
live. 

What can you tell me about your 
new writing project? 

It’s a novel. I’m not really spilling 
many of the beans at this point. 
It’s a sort of psychological sus¬ 
pense story. I’ve always loved the 
movie Vertigo and always wanted 
to tell a story that struck those 
kinds of chords. That’s what I’m 
attempting to do with this novel.

I got to write about this revolu¬ 
tion that’s happening with these 
boys.’ At least some queer journal¬ 
ist. But no, it never happened.” 

What about the gay viewer- 
ship? Didn’t you receive tons of 
mail from homosexuals happy fi¬ 
nally to see themselves portrayed 
on TV in a positive, campy light? 

“No, mostly the fan mail came 
from girls,” Thompson insists. “I 
think part of it is the fact that gay 
men were not really conditioned 
to see another gay man as a role 
model or a hero. In show busi¬ 


ness, we almost exclusively identi¬ 
fy with women. 

0 Canada 

“This has a lot to do with gen¬ 
der. The United States has a mas¬ 
culinity crisis. I think America re¬ 
ally sees itself as a man. England 
sees itself as a woman maybe, and 
Canada sees itself as a drag queen. 
Or a drag king, a woman in male 
drag. Canada is a lesbian definite¬ 
ly, because it’s always about dis¬ 
cussions. ‘Do you agree? Do you 
agree? Do you agree?’ We got to 
make sure everybody agrees. 
America’s like: ‘This is what we’re 
going to do,’ and everybody goes, 
‘Yes, Master.’ 

“America likes that. They love 
rugged individuals and all that, 
but consequendy it emits, sexually, 
really mixed messages. Like all the 
pornography in the world comes 
from America, yet you can’t see 
breasts on television. American 
cities have incredible Tenderloin 
districts, and yet on television you 
can’t say,‘Shit!’ You can’t say,‘God¬ 
damn!’ That’s amazing. People 
can’t kiss the same sex. 

“In Canada, it’s different. 
There was a furor over a lot of our 
stuff, but they still let us do it. 
They let me neck with men. We all 
kissed each other constantly, you 
know, but Canadians just went, 
‘Oh, turn the channel.’” 

Ah, life. No wonder Buddy 
Cole has been forced to ponder: 
“Fags and people. Will I ever un¬ 
derstand why we’re so different?” 
His story, though, ends happily: “I 
guess you could say that I’ve final¬ 
ly found peace.” Thompson, who’s 
“in negotiations for an Internet 
series with a new company called 
Comedy Net which would debut 
in the fall,” probably won’t ever 
reach the same sort of harmo¬ 
nious existence, and we’re lucky 
for that. His comic genius feeds 
on dissatisfaction, and he’s in a

When all the speeches 
and fantasies were over, Dr. Steve 
Bayes of Dallas (also Mr. Prime 
Choice of Texas) was declared the 
winner. He’s the first of some 12 
men who will compete for the 
title here in September.

The problem in Read My Lips 
is the intensity of invective 
pitched at non-transies. Some es¬ 
says will leave most non-trans 
readers furious. And yet Wilchins’ 
rage cannot be ignored as more 
queers choose to identify not as 
butch or nelly, but as transgen- 
dered. Thus a personality like ac¬ 
tivist Leslie Feinberg, stone butch 
the summer of the Stonewall 
Riots, may now choose to identify 
as transgendered, literally crossing 
gender barriers. 

Identity politics remains ter¬ 
rain discomfiting to navigate. Ar¬ 
ticulating new approaches to gen¬ 
der will no doubt raise ire along 
with consciousness, as these 
books prove. The core question 
remains: who defines whom? 
These books elucidate the 
tragedies caused by definitions 
made by those other than the 
transgendered. Middlebrook 
choreographs how Tipton was 
forced to withdraw from each new 
opportunity to move forward 
with his/her promising music ca¬ 
reer. Clarke’s novel depicts perils 
starkly emblematic of war itself. 
And Wilchins’ book ends with 
crimes against the transgendered 
community, of which the most in¬ 
famous is the hideous murder of 
young Brandon Teena, who died 
in the very territory where Tipton 


played jazz a few decades earlier. 

Who is at fault for these dam¬ 
aged lives? Middlebrook blames 
sexism; Clarke blames inhumani¬ 
ty. Wilchins blames lesbians and 
feminists, ghettoizing transgender 
experience and embracing victim¬ 
ization, conversely victimizing les¬ 
bians and feminists, many of 
whom have felt the same violence 
and repression at the hands of 
heterosexual society as have the 
transgendered.

Ring around the 
pedigree architecture 

We were happy to attend the 
reception honoring Aaron G. 
Green, FAIA in celebration of his 
restoration of the Maiden Lane 
Gallery, the only design by master 
architect Frank Lloyd Wright in 
Sari Francisco. This is the 50th an¬ 
niversary of Wright’s design of 
what was first known as the “V.C. 
Morris Gift Shop” at 140 Maiden 
Lane, and Green’s project to re¬ 
store and rehabilitate the gallery, 
which had fallen into dishabille, 
took over a year. 

The circular design of the 
Maiden Lane Gallery prefigures 
Wright’s famous design for the 
Guggenheim Museum (aka “the 
Goog”): the space’s centerpiece is 
a long, spiraling, surprisingly 
steep ramp up to the mezzanine. 
We watched as biological females 
in stiletto heels with too much 
chardonnay under their cinched 
belts tripped and stumbled down 
the ramp, almost taking the fast 
way down. Cocktail waiters served 
trays of sushi rolls cleverly in 
keeping with the building’s circu¬ 


lar theme. Alas, we couldn’t hang 
out until the Mayor arrived to be¬ 
stow benedictions, but did scope 
out his framed dictate proclaim¬ 
ing it “140 Maiden Lane Day,” 
which has a nice ring to it. 

Stage door 

So the young actor we have in 
mind in ACT’s The Guardsman 
was fine and deserved his round 
of applause on opening night, but 
then he wasn’t called upon to do 
much. But the curious thing is 
that when you run down his re¬ 
sume, it seems the only plays he 
appears in are those directed by 
his lover.

The Indelible Alison Bechdel: 
Confessions, Comix, and Miscel¬ 
laneous Dykes To Watch Out For 
by Alison Bechdel; Firebrand, 
$16.95 

’ve been a fan of Alison 
d Bechdel and her rogue’s gallery 
I of dykes for the past 15 years, 
and I’ve always wondered just 
what made her tick. I also won¬ 
dered just how close Mo, the pain- 
in-the-ass, lovable nebbish, was to 
Bechdel herself. Although not an 
autobiography, The Indelible Ali¬ 
son Bechdel offers the beginning 
of some answers to those and 
other questions. Add to that a raft 
of previously uncollected car¬ 
toons, and The Indelible Alison 
Bechdel becomes a must-read for 
any of her fans, as well as a chance 
for those new to the comic series 
to catch up on just how those 
characters came to inhabit Mo’s 
world. 

Bechdel has more to do in this 
book that tout her own work. The 
first chapter is a very useful look 
at the ways in which women were 
portrayed in comics before the 
second wave of feminism. If we 
appeared at all, it was as a male 
with female accessories (think 
Minnie Mouse) or as fetish. 
Bechdel explains: “Women’s sexu¬ 
al features are emphasized and ex¬ 
aggerated. This is such a common 
practice that it’s often invisible. I 
didn’t really notice it until I saw 
my first cartoons by gay men and 
realized that if Dagwood were 
drawn in the same way as Blondie 
is,” he would be drawn as a hunky 
guy with enormous pecs. So in¬ 
grained was the idea that only 
men could be featured that all of 
Bechdel’s earliest drawings were 
of men. Her first women were 
butch, with “vestigial-looking 
two-dimensional breasts.” 

Human shadings 

As Bechdel grew up, and came 
out, her drawing became richer 
and more decidedly feminist. She

was always funny, but the humor 
took on more human shadings. 
Her decision to create a continu¬ 
ing strip with continuing charac¬ 
ters was the result of some serious 
soul-searching, as well as the des¬ 
peration of an artist who can’t 
think of another single-panel car¬ 
toon idea. Bechdel includes some 
of her failures in this book, with 
her own observations on just 
what was wrong with the finished 
product, and the result is a fasci¬ 
nating look into the mind of one 
of our best and funniest artists. 
How can you not love a writer 
who comes up with a feminist 
healthcare and auto repair clinic 
called “pap ’n’ lube”? Do yourself 
a favor and revel in the myriad de¬ 
lights of Alison Bechdel.

(and we always think of him as 
Frank), we think not of Mia Far¬ 
row or Ava Gardner, not of the 
Mafia or the Rat Pack. We think 
of sitting in the diner where a 
grade-school friend’s mother was 
a waitress, feeding change into the 
jukebox and playing “Strangers in 
the Night” over and over. We were 
a bit too young then to under¬ 
stand what this song meant, that 
it was a queer anthem. We only 
knew it touched deep. 

So did Frank’s death. In all the 
press, all the burly replaying of 
“My Way,” no one mentioned that 
Frank was the first male singer to 
make emotion and vulnerability 
tangible. Not fey like Bing Cros¬ 
by, not fake flirty like Elvis. Just a 
butch, working-class guy singing 
sweet and sad, meaning it. 

No-one says that beyond the 
bravado, booze, and babes was the 
Frank who wouldn’t back down 
on the things that matter. The 
Frank who made a Film for kids 
about prejudice, sang with black 
singers when no-one did, would¬ 
n’t work a gig where blacks 
weren’t allowed, wouldn’t play a 
hotel where blacks had to come in 
the back door. 

We can still remember the fris¬ 
son of that first song. Yet memory 
fades faster than music on a
